Symbol solution 

We have a fair, transparent and thorough process for 
deciding what our flag should be. Let’s get on with it 


N othing divides a nation 

more than arguments over 
the symbol of the country's 
unity. So it was something of 
a surprise last year when the 
Prime Minister - the ultimate 
pragmatist; always prepared 
to sway onto the right side of 
public opinion - chose the flag as the issue on 
which to put a stake in the ground. In his recent 
Waitangi Day speech, John Key declared that 
the present flag, dating from 1902, captured a 
colonial and post-colonial era whose time had 
passed: "I believe," he said, "the time is right 
for us to create a flag which is distinctly New 
Zealand's." 

We agree. In fact, the nation as a whole 
appears increasingly convinced. According to 
Research New Zealand, only 43% of the people 
questioned on the issue late last year were 
against change - a substantial shift since 2011, 
when 54% were opposed. The proportion of 
respondents in favour of a new flag remained 
relatively constant at 19%, a minority that 
includes a high number of opinion shapers 
across politics, business, sport and the arts. 
Perhaps the most significant change was in 
the percentage of respondents taking a neutral 
position: 37% compared with 30% in 2011. 

That suggests New Zealanders are open to 
persuasion, and more may come around as we 
become conditioned to the idea of change. Key, 
the former high-stakes currency trader, may be 
gambling that the ground will shift further as 
public debate gathers momentum - as it surely 
will, if Canada's tumultuous experience in the 
1960s is any guide. Few issues excite greater 
emotion than a proposal to change the flag, 
which goes to the heart of national identity; yet 
who now questions Canada's decision to adopt 
the instantly recognisable maple leaf? On its 
50th anniversary last month, the Queen herself 
referred to it as a "unique and cherished symbol". 


G iven the potential for acrimony, the formal 

process of deciding the issue in New Zealand has begun 
with little fuss. Parliament passed legislation this month 
providing for two postal referendums. In the first, later this year. 


voters will be asked to rank four designs selected 
from those chosen by a panel of prominent 
New Zealanders. In the second, voters will next 
year choose between the existing flag and the 
most popular of the alternatives. If they opt 
for the status quo, that's it: the referendum is 
binding. 

No one could dispute that this process is 
fair, transparent and thorough. It was agreed 
on by a cross-party group of MPs and avoids 
any presumption in favour of change. The 
clumsily titled Flag Consideration Panel 
represents a variety of interests and will be 
expected to consult widely. Moreover, the 
use of a preferential voting system in the first 
referendum should ensure that the ultimate 
choice of alternative design has the broadest 
possible support. If one design emerges at 
the outset with majority support, it will 
automatically be chosen; otherwise, less 
favoured designs will be eliminated one by one 
in line with voters' preferences. Yes, it's complex 
and relatively expensive, but it delivers an 
impeccably democratic outcome. 

Labour and New Zealand First voted against 
the legislation, arguing that the process is 
back-to-front - that voters should first be asked 
whether they want change. If the answer was 
no, the expense of a second referendum would 
thus be avoided. But the most effective way to 
test support for the current flag is to put it up 
against an alternative, because otherwise voting 
is in a vacuum. To put it another way, how can 
people cast an informed vote for or against 
change without knowing what they would be 
changing to? 

Of course there will be motions. No matter 
which design emerges from this year's 
referendum, there will be the same deafening 
chorus of protest as in Canada. The RSA and 
New Zealand First will fight change all the 
way, because that's what they do. People will 
complain that the process is unnecessary and 
costly, at an estimated $26 million, and that 
there are more important issues. Yet the fact that 
our flag is a cringing piece of colonial complaisance has been a 
cause of growing embarrassment for more than 40 years, and it 
will only get worse. Let's sort this now. I

Too hot for 
comfort 



It's encouraging to see the crea- 
tive way New Zealand farmers 
are adapting their techniques 
to drier and hotter conditions 
("Going with the flow", March 
7). We are lucky our country 
may work its way through 
some of the challenges that 
climate change brings. 

We should, however, spare a 
thought for the poor farm- 
ers in Asia, Africa and Latin 
America. When a hotter 
environment hits agriculture 
in their countries, work- 
ing conditions will become 
intolerable for many daylight 
hours, heat exhaustion will 
damage workers' health and 
agricultural productivity will 
fall. Amid all the concern 
about climate change, this 
is a neglected issue, but our 
research in recent years shows 
how increasing heat in tropical 
countries with high daily tem- 
peratures and humidity will 
make life difficult for millions 
of poor farmers and workers in 
non-air-conditioned factories 
who produce many of our 
cheap consumer products. 

Climate change is a serious 
threat to health and well-being 
among the world's poor, as 
numerous assessments have 
reported. New Zealand needs 
to do more to help reduce this 
threat. Our position on the UN 
Security Council is an oppor- 
tunity to be heard, and 2015

is the year when a new global 
climate protection policy will 
be decided on.

Many journalists are 
wondering how they can 
realistically reassure inform- 
ants and whistle-blowers that 
they will be able to keep their 
identity private and secure 
from GCSB scmtiny.

GCSB data is collected and 
sent off to the US National 
Security Agency. The global 
reach of US intelligence gives 
it an enormous advantage 
when it intervenes militar- 
ily in defence of its perceived 
interests. The list of docu- 
mented US interventions 
against sovereign governments 
is long. Maybe the bloody 
wars in Vietnam, Nicaragua 
and El Salvador have slipped 
from mind.

From the Red 
Guards to 
Oxford Uni, 
Madame W led 
no ordinary life. 


M adame Wang was a 
partner in the firm 
for 15 years and a 
friend for 24. 1 met 
her in 1989, in the anxious 
months of martial law when 
government employees were 
forbidden to meet foreigners. 
So as not to draw attention to 
ourselves, each week we would 
meet in a different restaurant 
in the old city and talk about 
what was happening in China. 
If patrols came too near, I 
would quietly leave. 

"China has stumbled, but 
not fallen," she told me. "1 
think you understand that 
the reforms Deng Xiaoping 
has started can transform 
this economy. His opponents 
won't win because the people 
are already driving change." 1 
did not completely understand 
then, but 1 had a feeling she 
was right. 

Madame Wang was daugh- 
ter of a minister in the Chinese 
Government in the 1950s. Her 
family's political fortunes had 
been mined by the infighting 
around Mao Zedong during 
the Cultural Revolution. As a 
teenager, she had joined the 
Red Guards, the at-times mili- 
tant youth social movement, 
as it "liberated" Sichuan and 


Inner Mongolia. 

"We walked from Xi'an to 
Chengdu, a distance of over 
700km. Crossing the moun- 
tains, some of our comrades 
died of exposure or fell to their 
deaths from the narrow moun- 
tain paths. We were supposed 
to liberate the peasants, but 
ended up surviving thanks to 
their hospitality and human- 
ity. We had our slogans and 
flags, but they knew how to 
plough fields and store grain." 

The actions of the Red 
Guards soon became so 
random and brutal, she 
decided to stay to work with 
the peasants. "With four other 
city girls, I raised pigs in Inner 
Mongolia. The girls married 
farmers, I think largely to keep 
warm. I slept in the pigsties 
and dreamt of returning to Bei- 
jing. After five years, when the 
Cultural Revolution ended, I 
passed the national exams and 
was admitted to a university 
in Beijing and later selected to 


be one of a few sent to study 
economics at Oxford Univer- 
sity, due partly to my family's 
Communist legacy." 

W hen we met, Madame 
Wang had just 
returned from working 
in London and was advising 
the top Chinese leadership on 
the process and pace at which 
China might privatise its state- 
owned industries. 

"There were many in the 
Party who opposed Deng 
Xiaoping's reforms, and 
our work in particular. We 
needed bodyguards and often 
met factory managers and 
provincial officials in secret. 
Deng's achievement was 
to open the administrative 
stmctures of China and tmst 
ordinary people to make their 
own money, transforming 
communes into collective 
businesses and state-owned 
enterprises into viable 
companies." 


In the early 1990s, she 
resigned from the Government 
to represent a European bank, 
structuring some of the first 
listings of Chinese companies 
on the then-new Shanghai 
Stock Exchange. Eventually 
she joined our small company 
as a partner. I joked that she 
had returned to work with the 
peasants. I was privileged to 
have a doctor of economics as 
my teacher while we did busi- 
ness together in the context 
of China's experiment with 
market forces. 

Madame Wang was quiet 
and firmly spoken, dressed 
plainly and lived modestly. 

She never used her past gov- 
ernment seniority to pressure 
others, but they sensed her 
natural authority. She simply 
wanted to serve China. 

The last time we spoke, with 
President Xi Jinping's admin- 
istration in its nascence, she 
told me she was terminally 
ill and would be treated in 
military hospitals, and so it 
was unlikely that we would see 
each other again. "Remember, 
do not focus too much on the 
Government, or the character 
of any administration. We have 
always worked among ordinary 
Chinese people. It is they who 
have changed this country, and 
it is their energy and aspirations 
that will shape its future. Keep 
learning from them. Always 
study detail carefully, but the 
aim is to grasp principles." I

B y his own admission, 
Jesse Armstrong is a

- Armstrong 
took a pledge: be it print, 
online, radio or TV, no news.

Armstrong. "At some level, the 
news has become a vast appa- 
ratus for continually proving 
me right in my pre-existing 
prejudices about the world."

Going in for the Kills 

Fixation with fleeting issues is pushing meaty ones off the political menu. 


I t's a blessing we're out of full cam- 
paign mode, so no one is spouting 
that slogan about talking about The 
Things That Really Matter. Despite 
being adopted by most parties, the 
slogan failed to resonate even to the 
point of a #TTTRM Twitter hashtag. 

And no wonder. TTTRM are hard to talk 
about. 


Were a foreign tourist to be asked what the seminal 
risks to New Zealand's future decency and prosper- 
ity are right now, he or she would have to say: MPs 
being overpaid, whether a tree should be chopped 
down, two washed-up pop singers being beastly to 
a nice boy from Southland and the possibility that 
our top cricket batsman is doing it wrong. 

New Zealand is not alone in this, but our ability 
to fixate on small, telling but utterly low-impact 
issues at the expense of things that would make a 
difference is remarkable. Politicians are often the 
victims of this, as well as promulgating the trivial as 
hard as they can. Only this week, the Green Party 
justifiably went after the Government for lack of 
progress and leadership on climate change, at the 
same time inanely vetoing legislation to remedy a 
simple drafting error indexing ex-MPs' travel perks 
to Air New Zealand fares rather than airfares 
in general. The former issue generated 
precisely zero headlines, debate and ^ 4 * 

activity, in large measure because the 
latter issue used up so much available 
oxygen. Just to put the 
tin lid on it, omit- 


"Air New Zealand" at the Greens' 
behest will not necessarily make the 
perk less costly and could over time 
make it more so. 


LACKING THE X FACTOR 

Ephemera fixation is partly a media- 
driven phenomenon, cemented by 
online news sites that tell editors 
precisely what people are and aren't 
clicking on. In a country where the 
week's overnight dairy price plunge 
matters with the most urgent mate- 
riality and Natalia Kills' cognitive 
outage on X Factor doesn't, the failed 
pop diva nevertheless gets exponen- 
tially more readers. Thus we bring 
this on ourselves. But not without a 
fair amount of help from our MPs. 

This week, the Government airily 
dismissed a meat industry report of 
heartland economic importance, seiz- 
ing instead on the sudden imperative 
of collecting a small amount of GST 
on internet shopping. 

Although this is not quite as absurd 
as Natalia versus the dairy industry, 
it's still a massive scale-tipper. The red 
meat industry is not yet a basket case, 
but there's severe mismatch- 
ing of capacity and supply 
^ and a scarcity of premium 
marketing. It's the norm for 
sheep-meat farmers to get 


less than a 1 % return on their capital. 
The report by Meat Industry Excel- 
lence estimates our national sheep 
herd is decreasing by 3000 woollies 
a day, including breeding stock. Half 
of farmers believe the Fonterra co-op 
model is the best solution to optimise 
returns, and a further 30% think it 
might be, the report found. But with 
the two biggest meat companies, 
representing 50% of the industry, 
mostly content to do their own thing 
in an 'T'm still all right. Jack'' sort of 
way, there's a distinct lack of leader-

ship and vision. Yet the Government 
is shmgging off this lumpy, ill-aggre- 
gated sector's inertia as an issue that 
industry players must be left to sort 
out. The Government mustn't even 
have an opinion. 

Billions of dollars in export earn- 
ings go begging here. But never fear, 
for top of Prime Minister John Key's 
To-Do list now is . . . getting dibs 
on the estimated $200 million the 
taxman is missing out on because 
of internet shopping from overseas 
retailers. 

It's barely a year ago that then 
Customs Minister Maurice Wil- 
liamson concluded collecting 
this GST was doable in the

way cracking nuts with sledgehammers is doable. 

It would be so unwieldy and costly it wouldn't be 
worthwhile. And though local retailers are losing 
out to overseas competitors with cheap and seem- 
ingly unlimited inventory there was no evidence 
even a 15% impost on the foreign transactions 
would drive many shoppers back to domestic high- 
street retailers. Most transactions would probably 
still stack up, either on price and convenience, or 
because of the lack of available product at home. 

It's tough, but retail is hardly the only industry 
to have its business model rendered marginal by 
technology. 

$200 MILLION OR BUST 

However, the Government has decided $200 mil- 
lion is the magic number at which putative tax 
becomes worth collecting, however cumbersome 
and citizen-irking the exercise. 

The trouble is, nothing in Williamson's original 
evaluation has changed. Although there is gradual 
progress in getting the nations of the world to hold 
hands on income tax inter-reporting to combat 
evasion and laundering, gradual is the word. The 
idea of a global regime that will ensure everyone 


from a tea-cosy seller on Etsy to 
Amazon.com applies New Zealand 
GST to every sale anytime soon is pie 
in the sky. 

That leaves the manual, laborious 
task of taxing imports at the border. 
Won't that be fun and popular, not 
least with Customs, which surely has 
better things to do, such as screening 
for insect larvae that would wipe a 
gazillion multiples of $200 million off 
this country's tax base? 

There is an undeniable equity 
argument. We should pay GST on

internet imports. Politically, however, 
it's going to be a stinker. This writer 
once had to collect five buttons from 
Israel - postage the greater part of 
the meagre sub-$10 impost - from 
a courier depot because they were 
deemed too valuable to be left in her 
letter box. 

Replicate that for $1.3 billion of 
purchases at the border. Will Customs 
now hold such packages till one 
stumps up with the cash - imagine 
the queues and the storage jam - or 
notify Inland Revenue via its under- 
functioning computer system that 
you owe 43.33c? 

And there is, as Key admits, the 
fiddly matter of the physical border 
evasion when someone downloads a 
product - app, song or movie - from 
overseas. But hey, it all adds up. 

Why, if everyone paid their GST on 
Amazon and Etsy, that'd be enough 
for another 18 two-way bridges for 
Northland. I

PRENATAL SCREENING 




Sophisticated new blood tests 
are about to revolutionise 
screening for fetal abnormalities.

A bout 30 seconds after being told her newborn daughter 
Ruby had Down syndrome, Jessica Ranger remembered 
the "low-risk" stamp on her 12-week blood and ultrasound 
screening test results. "I thought, 'This can't be happening.' 

"Everyone's telling you, Tt's all right, it's all right, it's all 
right.' Then you get this enormous shock at birth - and 
all you can think is, 'But you screened for this.' When we 
got the diagnosis, I thought, 'Oh my God, we must be the only people 
this happens to.' Then we went to our first Down Syndrome Association 
meeting, and the room was full of people like us." 

Before we go any further with this story, it's important to make two 
points. The first is that Jessica and husband Damion have no idea what 
they would have done if the prenatal tests had detected that Ruby had 
Down syndrome. The second is that Ruby, now 14 months old, is a happy, 
healthy and cherished little girl. 

"Sure, we have more doctors' appointments and milestones can take 
a little bit longer for Ruby to achieve," says Jessica. "But she has taught 
us more about the true meaning of love, determination and patience 
than we could ever have imagined. She inspires us every day and makes 
people think differently about disability. People say that Ruby's lucky to 
have a family like ours, but to be honest, I think we're the lucky ones to 
have her in our family." 

We've highlighted Ruby's story because it illustrates the limitations

of the current screening regime and the 
misunderstandings of many parents who 
believe the tests are foolproof. And because 
it provides context to the moves now under 
way here to determine when and how a new 
generation of far more accurate blood tests 
will be introduced as part of the national 
screening programme. 

The tests are already available for those 
prepared to pay for them. At present, dozens 
of samples from New Zealand women are 
being sent to the US for analysis, at a cost 
of about $1000 a test, but it's expected that 
they could be publicly funded here within 
the next two years. 

A QUANTUM LEAP 

Given Jessica, a senior policy analyst in Wel- 
lington, was 30 years old - not yet in her 
mid-thirties, when the risk in pregnancy 
markedly increases - Down syndrome was 
not top of mind for her and Damion, a soft- 
ware developer. When the report from her 
routine 12-week tests came back describ- 
ing the pregnancy as low risk for Down 
syndrome, they, like most other parents, 
presumed they were in the clear. 

What they did not know is that our 
screening programme detects only 78% 
of Down syndrome pregnancies. This puts 
New Zealand's detection rate for Down syn- 
drome below international levels, which sit 
around 85-89% - a comparison the Ministry 
of Health admits is disappointing and says 
it is working to improve. 

It appears the algorithm used here to 
assess the risk of Down syndrome is set 
slightly differently from that of a number 
of other countries, putting a higher value 
on the potential for a miscarriage if inva- 
sive tests - amniocentesis or chorionic villus 
sampling - are required for a definitive diag- 
nosis. Internationally, though the detection 
rate for the combined first trimester tests is 
higher, so is the false positive rate, at 4-6%. 
In New Zealand, the false positive rate is 
about 3%, meaning a potentially lower rate 
of unnecessary invasive tests and the associ- 
ated risk of miscarriage. 

But the screening landscape is about to 
undergo a revolutionary change with the 
introduction of a new generation of screen- 
ing blood tests - taken as early as 10 weeks 
into a pregnancy. The tests, which have 
a detection rate for Down syndrome of 
97-99%, analyse fetal and placental DNA 
circulating in the mother's blood. 

"This is a completely different way of 
doing things," says Peter Stone, professor 



of maternal fetal medicine at the Univer- 
sity of Auckland and the Royal Australian 
& New Zealand College of Obstetricians 
and Gynaecologists representative on the 
National Screening Unit's advisory panel. 
"It's almost the biggest revolution since 
amniocentesis in the 1960s." 

Because the new tests are significantly 
more reliable than the current screening, 
they may enable hundreds of women to 
avoid amniocentesis and chorionic villus 
sampling, where needles are inserted 
into either the amniotic fluid or placenta

to extract cells for genetic analysis. The 
procedures carry about a 0.4% chance of 
miscarriage and some women prefer not to 
take that risk. 

The new technique, known as non- 
invasive prenatal testing, will give greater 
assurance about the likely outcome with 
no risk to the pregnancy. It is, says Stone, a 
"huge advance - a quantum leap forward". 

DRAWING THE LINE 

For the Rangers, it is only with the ben- 
efit of hindsight that Ruby's screening test

results look anything other than reassuring. 
With the risk of any 30-year-old having a 
child with Down syndrome around one in 
900-1000, Jessica says the one in 340 calcu- 
lation on her results didn't seem markedly 
high. But in New Zealand, the threshold for 
increased risk is one in 300: a woman whose 
pregnancy has a one in 301 calculation 
will be reported as "low chance'', whereas 
a woman with a one in 300 result will be 
"increased chance''. She says although the 
cut-off point was listed on Ruby's report, it 
wasn't on their son Lachlan's, and he was 
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screened only a year earlier. Lachlan's risk 
was estimated at one in 21,000 and, like 
Ruby, was reported as "low". 

In England, the line is drawn at one in 
150, which theoretically should mean fewer 
Down syndrome pregnancies are detected, 
and yet that country's detection rate from 
first trimester screening is higher than New 
Zealand's, in the 85%-plus range. And 
although New Zealand women are advised 
what the cut-off is, results in the UK are 
reported as either high or low risk, with no 
numbers attached. 

The unflattering international compari- 
son, which the Ministry of Health became 
aware of only in the past three months, 
suggests our screening programme is under- 
performing, and National Screening Unit 
clinical director Dr Jane O'Hallahan says 
steps are already being taken to improve it. 

"If parents choose 
to have prenatal 
screening, it must be 
presented in a way that 
does not discriminate 
against people with 
Down syndrome." 


These include audits of missed cases and 
feedback to sonographers graphing their 
performance against national norms. 

The algorithms work by combining 
information from three sources: the 
mother's personal information such as age, 
height, weight and smoking status; the 
blood tests that measure certain protein 
and hormone markers produced by the 
placenta; and the ultrasound on the baby's 
nuchal fold, the translucent space in the 
tissue at the back of the baby's neck. Babies 
with Down syndrome and other conditions 
accumulate more fluid here during the first 
trimester. 

O'Hallahan believes the quality of the 
ultrasound scans is a bigger concern than 
the blood tests or patient information. "The 
lab sector is regularly audited and it would 
be unusual to have an issue around that, but 
we are looking at lab results as well." 

She says there are variations in the quality 
of fetal ultrasound scans, partly because 
some operators simply aren't doing enough. 


"These are very difficult measurements to 
do - in order to be really skilled, you need 
to do more than 25 a year." She says a 
"significant proportion" of sonographers 
are doing relatively small numbers. "We're 
not concerned about all of those, but it does 
vary." 

After Ruby's birth, the Rangers went back 


Asked if women with risk assessments so 
close to the threshold should be given extra 
advice about their results, ministry screening 
adviser Dr Dianne Webster, lead scientist for 
antenatal and newborn screening for the 
Ministry of Health, says it would be clear 
that one in 340 is quite close to one in 300 
on the risk scale, particularly given the

to their ultrasound provider to say "please 
explain". They were concerned they were 
told "not to worry" about any risk assess- 
ment they received because the sonographer 
had used a "much more generous" nuchal 
fold measurement than necessary. 

"Hence we figured that one in 340 was 
a conservative estimate and that our risk 
was lower," says Jessica. The ultrasound 
provider later said they should not have 
been given that advice about the nuchal 
fold measurement. 


very much lower risks for the other extra- 
chromosome conditions listed on the form, 
trisomy 13 and 18. Ruby's risks for those 
abnormalities were listed as one in 12,000 
and one in 16,000. 

But Jessica says Webster's comments were 
"disingenuous". "Okay, the numbers were 
much larger, but they still stamped 'low risk' 
on the bottom. And amnio has a one in 
200 chance of miscarriage - that number 
was more scary to me than one in 340, 1 
can tell you." 
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She says the information pamphlet that 
came with the tests was also reassuring, 
reading: "A low-risk result means there is 
very little chance that your baby has any 
of the conditions screened for. It does not 
entirely mle out the possibility. An increased 
risk means there is a higher chance that 
your baby has Down syndrome or another 


condition. This does not mean your baby 
has the condition." 

The pamphlet has now dispensed with 
the term "risk", replacing it with "chance". 
"1 don't know about other women, but 
'chance' seems even less likely than 'risk' 
to me," says Jessica. 

Webster says the interpretation of the 
reports is up to the lead maternity carer, 
in this case, the midwife. Jessica says her 
midwife has told her she'll now be explain- 
ing the results in a different way. "She's 
making women really understand that it's 
a risk assessment, not a diagnostic test." 


Jessica says they've also had the same feed- 
back from other health professionals. "One 
phlebotomist 1 spoke to while getting a 
blood test remarked on the need for more 
professional development at their end, as 
she was under the impression the blood 
test was 100% accurate at picking up Down 
syndrome." 


GREATER ACCURACY 

Experts such as Stone and Dr Emma Parry, 
clinical director of the New Zealand Mater- 
nal Fetal Medicine Network, agree there 
are widespread misunderstandings about 
what the results actually mean. Parry says 
she describes it to women in terms of a lot- 
tery: "If you're in a room with 300 people, 
one of you will have the winning ticket, 
compared with being in a football stadium 
of 20,000 people and one of you having the 
winning ticket." 

She says when scanning a baby, she's 
often asked if "everything is all right". "1 


say, 'As far as 1 can tell, but every scan has 
limitations.'" 

Stone says the one in 300 cut-off point, set 
in 2010 when age-based screening was aban- 
doned in favour of blood and ultrasound 
tests for all women who wanted them, was 
arbitrary but not perverse. "There always 
has to be a cut-off - even with non-invasive 
prenatal testing. It's fundamental. 
It was set after full consultation 
with the advisory group and 
consumers who had a very clear 
understanding of the issues. It 
was set to balance the number of 
invasive tests and false-positive 
concerns, and what the country 
could cope with in terms of the 
volumes of invasive tests." 

He says cost was not the issue, 
because the regime reduced the 
number of invasive tests - which 
cost at least $1000 a time - that 
had previously been offered to all 
women aged 35 and over. 

But Parry and Stone say the new 
blood tests, added to the 12-week 
ultrasound scan, will bring greater 
accuracy to the results. "The way 
the algorithms work now," says 
Stone, "there isn't a big difference 
between a risk of one in 150 and 
one in 500." 

That means that instead of an 
arbitrary one in 300 cut-off, it's 
possible the new screening tests 
could be offered to women whose 
results were anywhere between a 
risk of one in 50 and one in 1000. 
"We would be offering a better- 
performing but less-invasive test 
to a larger number of women," 
says Stone. "The great thing about 
non-invasive prenatal testing is 
that the separation between high 
and low risk is much better, but it 
will fail occasionally, if for no other reason 
than that the DNA sloshing around in the 
maternal blood is a mix of mum, placenta 
and fetus - and the placenta and fetus are 
not identical." 

Webster says the cost of the new tests will 
be a factor. "If that test was offered to every- 
body instead of current screening, it would 
cost the health system many, many more 
times what current screening costs." 

Stone disagrees, saying depending on the 
company supplying the tests, they could be 
available for as little as $250 each, with the 
potential of dramatically reducing numbers 
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of the far more costly amniocentesis tests; 
about 1200 amnios and chorionic villus tests 
are done every year. 

The tests will also allow parents to know 
the child's gender at an earlier stage, and 
Stone says another part of the testing debate 
will be whether gender should be revealed. 
He says when the existing screening pro- 
gramme was established, lay members on 
the advisory committee said all information 
was the property of the women and should 
therefore be released, but he and other doc- 
tors are not convinced. 

"Given that a normal X or Y chromosome 
makes no difference to clinical outcomes, I 
am personally cautious and not particularly 
in favour of ascribing gender unless there is a 
very good reason that will influence the clini- 
cal outcome. 1 am not in favour of doing it so 
that a couple can have a party to celebrate the 
impending birth of a boy or girl. Other things 
are much more important and healthy life 
is too precious to trivialise all this." 

He says although he doesn't believe sex 
selection is practised here by women or cou- 
ples - "it's clearly not by doctors" - there's 
no way of knowing how much of an influ- 
ence it could be. But he says we also need 
a debate about what couples are told about 
gender at the usual 20-week ultrasound. 
"We have no idea how many people then 
go overseas [for a termination] if they do not 
like the gender. It wouldn't be an outcome 
we would want." 

About 45,000 pregnancies are screened 
annually, slightly more than half the total. 
Of 65,000 births, 50-70 babies a year are 
born with Down syndrome, and the minis- 
try is at pains to explain the screening is not 
about increasing terminations of children 
with the syndrome, but about improving 
the quality of information available to 
women about their pregnancy. 

The ministry does not keep any figures 
on women who have their pregnancies 
terminated after a Down syndrome diag- 
nosis and says the number of babies born 
with the syndrome has not fallen since the 
current blood tests were added to the screen- 
ing regime in 2010. "Just because a test is 
more accurate doesn't mean women would 
make different decisions," says O'Hallahan. 
"What we are attempting to do is provide 
better information for women so they and 
their baby get the best care. That's what the 
programme is about." 

EVERY ROOM IN EVERY BUILDING 

Parry says it's vital there be a public debate 


about how health authorities should 
implement the new testing regime. In the 
UK, for example, it's being considered as 
an alternative to invasive tests in women 
identified as at increased risk. Another 
option includes using the new-generation 
tests to replace all the current 12-week 
screening, but this would mean the loss of 
ultrasound scans, which are vital for dating 
a pregnancy and detecting other conditions, 
including multiple births. 

There are other fish hooks, too: the test has 
a higher failure rate in overweight women, 
which may delay diagnosis, and there may

be cultural considerations given genetic 
material is being removed from the blood. 

Parry, who does ultrasound scans of 
high-risk women, says those who have an 
invasive test, such as amniocentesis, gener- 
ally will not continue with the pregnancy if 
abnormalities are diagnosed. She says over- 
seas, particularly in the US where the new 
blood tests are readily available, there has 
been an 80-90% reduction in amniocen- 
tesis and chorionic villus testing. From a 
medical workforce point of view, this would 
mean both a reduction in the requirement 
for those skills, but a need to retain them 
for the cases that require them. In 20 years, 
though, it's possible the majority of DNA 
birth defects may be identified purely by 
a prenatal blood test. "I feel I'm a bit of a 
dying species." 

Parry says another big question for New 
Zealanders will be how to respond when the 
tests become so much more sophisticated 
that thousands of genes - and potential 
genetic disorders - can be identified in 
the fetus through microarray tests. "At the 
moment it's like looking at a cityscape of 
New York and seeing if certain buildings 
are there. In a diagnostic test like amnio- 
centesis, you're seeing all the buildings and 
asking if the shape looks normal. If you're 


doing an array [a targeted examination of 
selected genes], it's like you're going into 
every room in every building and asking if 
it's set up right." 

THE RIGHT TO CHOOSE 

The issue of prenatal screening, particularly 
for Down syndrome, is a sensitive and polit- 
icised debate. Unlike many other genetic 
conditions, people with the condition can 
live happy and largely healthy lives, with 
some going on to full independence, tertiary 
education, loving relationships and fulfill- 
ing jobs. 

In 2013, when discussing the new genera- 
tion blood tests in the New Zealand Medical 
Journal, co-author and Otago bioethicist and 
emeritus professor of anatomy Gareth Jones 
attracted a firestorm of criticism when he 
said he accepted that in some cases, the per- 
ceived disadvantages of a Down syndrome 
pregnancy to the child and family may out- 
weigh the perceived good in the child's life. 
He said that for some families, raising a child 
with Down syndrome would be "immensely 
difficult, and for this reason, we allow the 
option of termination". 

Increased uptake of tests would result in 
increased detection of Down syndrome and 
probably more terminations, the paper said, 
though it added it was unlikely the number 
of children born with the condition would 
change markedly in the near future. 

Advocacy group Saving Downs called for 
Jones's resignation, describing the comments 
as "highly offensive and discriminatory". 
"Children with Down syndrome live good 
lives and are loved and valued members of 
their families," said spokesman Mike Sulli- 
van. "Concepts that they are a disadvantage 
or immensely difficult are extreme forms of 
discrimination. It exposes them to harmful 
attitudes, bigotry and prejudice." 

The New Zealand Down Syndrome Asso- 
ciation and Saving Downs say they are not 
against screening, but believe its primary 
goal should be to improve prenatal health, 
support and delivery care for the mother 
and baby. Says the association: "If parents 
choose to have prenatal screening, it must 
be presented in a way that does not discrimi- 
nate against people with Down syndrome." 

Jones told the Listener that the raft of 
genetic information that could ultimately 
be available from prenatal testing will 
become problematic, particularly when it 
identifies embryos that will go on to develop 
conditions such as early-onset Alzheimer's, 
Huntington's disease and breast cancer in 
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The Rangers with Lachlan and Ruby: "We're the lucky ones to have her in our family." 


adulthood. In terms of a parent's right to 
choose the fate of the embryo, there is a 
difference between these conditions, where 
the resulting individual would have many 
healthy years, and those that are present 
from birth and integral to the person's iden- 
tity. Although these issues are the subject of 
considerable academic debate, they are not 
nearly as widely discussed in public, particu- 
larly in New Zealand. 

SEEKING CERTAINTY 

The Rangers say that if they have a third 
child, they'll certainly consider having the 
new-generation blood test, even if it isn't 
publicly funded. But then, says Jessica, even 
99% accuracy isn't certainty and that's what 
they would be looking for now. "I don't 
know if we could trust 99% - we've had our 
share of surprises and we need something 
definitive. Neither of us is big on surprises." 

Until faced with a definitive diagnosis, 
no one really knows what they'd do, she 


says. When it comes after a baby is born, 
"you've got shock, you've got grief, you've 
got sadness, you've got anxiety - every fear a 
parent has over the first 18 years of a child's 
life hits you on that very first day. You're 
asking: will they ever leave home, will they 
make friends, will they finish school? But 
in all that hurricane of emotion, you've got 
a baby in front of you that you love and

you've just got to get on with it. They're 
looking at you, they need you." 

In hindsight, she says, the focus on Down 
syndrome in the screening programme 
made it seem more frightening than it has 
actually proven to be. 

In a Facebook post when Ruby was nine 
weeks old, Jessica wrote: "You fear what you 
don't know or understand, especially so 
when it's singled out for screening by the 
government. We now know that Ruby will 
walk and talk in her own time. She'll wind 
up her big bro, cause her parents all sorts of 
worries, have a special relationship with her 
grandparents and make us all extraordinarily 
proud. She'll make friends, and hopefully 
find a love match. She'll get an education, 
and have a career. She will be confident, 
independent and happy. So far, no different 
than any other baby born on January 12, 
2014. And is that something to fear?" I

The spitting image of his great-uncle killed by 
the Nazis, author Daniel Mendelsohn went on a 
quest to find his lost relatives. byoiANAwicHTEL 


D aniel Mendelsohn is a man 
of many often moving, 
parts. For his acclaimed 
2006 memoir The Lost: A 
Search for Six of Six Million, 
the American memoirist, 
translator, classicist and 
journalist criss-crossed the 
globe for four years, patiently, painfully 
piecing together the fragments of family 
history that lay behind four words he'd 
grown up with: "Killed by the Nazis." 

The book he's finishing when we speak 
-An Odyssey: A Father, a Son, and an Epic 
- concerns another big journey, figura- 
tive and actual, he took with his father. 
Jay. His dad, a retired scientist, wished 
to know his son better. He sat in on a 
seminar Mendelsohn was teaching at Bard 
College in upstate New York on The Odys- 
sey, heckling when the spirit moved him. 
They ended up taking a cmise together, 
following a very ancient itinerary: the one 
taken by Odysseus. 

Mendelsohn gets around. So it's appro- 
priate our conversation begins somewhere 
exotic. "According to my iPhone, your 
number is from the Turks and Caicos 
Islands. That's very glamorous," Men- 
delsohn informs me from New York. "I 
thought maybe I'd won a free trip or 


something." It's only New Zealand. Sorry 
to be a disappointment. "Not at all. Any 
trip is exciting." 

He's coming our way for the Auckland 
Writers Festival, to talk about memoir, 
translation and . . . he's not entirely sure. 

"I think I'm doing four 
different things while 
I'm down there." We're 
getting our money's 
worth, then. "And vice 
versa." 

He's never been 
here. One reason: 
there was no one here 
who had once been 
from Bolechow. That 
pre-World War II Polish 
town is now Bolekhiv 
in Ukraine. For the 
purposes of The Lost, it 
remains Bolechow (pro- 
nounced Buh-leh-khuhv), the town from 
which Mendelsohn's maternal family, 
the Jagers, came to America. His beloved 
grandfather's brother, Shmiel, was the one 
who went back to Poland, to his successful 
life as a butcher. With his wife. Ester, and 
four beautiful daughters, Lorka, Frydka, 
Ruchele and Bronia, he was trapped 
by the invasion of the Nazis. He wrote 


increasingly distraught letters to America, 
trying to get his family out. 

Killed by the Nazis. Mendelsohn found 
as a boy that the mere sight of him made 
certain older family members cry. "Oy, er 
zett oys zeyer eynlikh tzu Shmiel!" - "Oh, 
he looks so much like 
Shmiel!" That freak of 
DNA eventually drove 
Mendelsohn to write 
his extraordinary book. 
It might also have been 
a burden. "Well, I did 
feel a burden," he says. 
He recalls a London 
Review of Books piece by 
British psychoanalyst 
Adam Phillips. "He said 
that the subconscious 
agenda of the book was 
for me to be able to 
finally bury my great- 
uncle, having lived with this ghost my 
whole life. But it seems silly to talk of a 
burden when you think what these people 
went through." 

It was a responsibility. "I felt I owed it 
to my grandfather, in a funny way." A 
yarn-spinner, much married - he sounds 
wonderful. "Yeah, he was a great character. 
I'm looking at a picture of him right now 
as I'm talking to you." 

BEYOND IMAGINING 

For The Lost, Mendelsohn travelled to 
Ukraine, Denmark, Israel, Sydney, Sweden 
. . . sometimes following the most tenuous 
leads. "Absolutely. I never knew when I 
got some place whether I was going to get 


He wrote increasingly 
distraught letters to America, 
trying to get his family out. 
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any useful information or whether it was a 
wild goose chase/' 

It's possibly a little early to put this to 
him: it all sounds a bit obsessive. "Well, 
obsessive is kind of a clinical evalua- 
tion." Fair enough. I didn't mean to call 
him mad. His preferred metaphor: "The 
moment on a roller coaster when the little 
bar locks and you know that you're not 
going to get off until the ride is over. I 
wasn't some spiral-eyed maniac, but I just 
knew I had to see it to the end." 

Obsessive, then. "There was this slightly 
mad element of time because all of my 
witnesses were very elderly people. In that 
sense it was a little obsessive. Nearly all of 
them are now dead, except for the won- 
derful Jack Greene." He's the Bolechower 
survivor who put Mendelsohn in touch 
with many others, "who I'm going to see 
in Sydney. I'm going to be there just in 
time for his 90th birthday." 

Those first-hand accounts were vital. 


statistic. You could write a book this long 
about every single victim of the Holocaust. 
Unfortunately, most of them don't have 
books written about them, but I want 
always to remind the reader that every 
one of those numbers is a whole life." 

A whole life. The book also tells the 
story of the survivors. "As someone said 
to me, everyone who survived had a story. 
If you didn't have a story, you didn't 
survive." 

There's Mrs Begley, who escaped after 
seeing the bodies of her murdered family 
- to betray emotion at the sight would 
have meant her own death - on the back 
of a tmck. She tells Mendelsohn off for his 
"sentimental imagination". He is periodi- 
cally summoned, in the manner of Pip in 
Great Expectations, to her New York apart- 
ment. "Yeah, very much a Miss Havisham 
figure. She was a rather difficult, imperious 
person - not your sweet little old Jewish 
grandmother by a long shot. But I totally 


There were Bolechowers who died 
helping their Jewish neighbours 
and those who joined mobs to 
trample newborn babes. 


Mendelsohn was determined not to try 
to imagine what happened to his lost 
family. What he discovers, including what 
occurred during the "Aktions", the code 
word for the murder of men, women 
and children, is beyond imagining. There 
were Bolechowers who died helping their 
Jewish neighbours and those who joined 
jeering mobs to trample newborn babes. 

Only occasionally Mendelsohn gives 
in to the impulse to imagine. "Did she 
hear it?" he wonders about the bullet that 
killed Shmiel's daughter Ruchele, forced 
to stand naked on a board over a pit. "We 
only know that her soft, sixteen-year-old 
body, which with any luck was lifeless at 
that point, although we know that some 
were still alive ... fell into the grave." 

SURVIVORS' STORIES 

The book is heartbreaking. It's not a 
catalogue of atrocities. "I did that on 
purpose. The agenda of the whole book is 
to remind the reader that nobody is just a 


loved her." She becomes a stand-in for the 
relatives it was too late to know. "Same 
vintage, same provenance. I felt like I had 
a second chance and this time I knew 
what to do." One day, hanging up the 
phone, she tells him she loves him. 

There were more second chances. 
Mendelsohn's younger brother. Matt, 
took the photos for The Lost. "I would say 
Matt was, of my four siblings, the one I 
was least close to." Now he's the closest. 
"Just through having all those long trips 
together and being in the same room 
together when we heard these extraordi- 
nary stories." He learnt from his brother to 
respond with less intellect, more feeling. "I 
always like to joke that The Lost is a book 
about me going in search of lost relatives 
and I found one. It was my brother." 

Mendelsohn doesn't back away from 
uncomfortable issues - what people had to 
do to survive, the role of the Jewish police 
recruited by the Nazis - but he chooses 
not to judge. "It would be slightly cynical 



of me, in the comfort of my home, a 
person to whom no terrible thing has ever 
happened, to pass judgment on people 
who make decisions of enormous impor- 
tance in a split second under circumstance 
of such pressing horror that we can't even 
imagine it," he says. "People in hiding 
places had to kill their own children, their 
crying babies. You hear these stories. Who 
am I to sit here drinking a cup of tea on 
a winter day in a nicely heated house 
and say, 'Oh this person was wrong'? 
Someone, I suppose, has to pass judg- 
ment somewhere. I don't want to be that 
person." 

Questions of judgment arise in the 
Hebrew Bible stories the book uses as a 
counterpoint to family history: Cain and 
Abel, Noah and the great annihilation of 
the flood, where the innocent die with the 
guilty. These interludes lend a surprisingly 
useful perspective, though initially they 
present a challenge to a reader who just 
wants to get on with the story. "I didn't

want my reader to just get on with the 
story/' says Mendelsohn. "I didn't want 
people to put my book down and say 
'Oh, that was a thrilling detective story' 

Of course it is a thrilling detective story 
- and it's more than that. It's about the 
biggest issues that we can possibly think 
of: life and death and betrayal and good 
and evil." 

Everyone with Mendelsohn's sort of 
background is haunted. Did he get what 
he wanted from his ghosts? "There's 
that page in the book where I list all of 
the facts that we could reasonably claim 
after all that travel and it doesn't add 
up to much, actually," he says. "What I 
wanted was to reclaim as much as possible 
from the abyss of total oblivion. How- 
ever improbably, this great-nephew they 
never even knew, born 15 years after the 
war ended, cared enough to try to rescue 
them from total nothingness. We'll never 
know a lot of things but at least we got 
a few things and that was more than we 


had. So in that sense I said yes, mission 
accomplished." 

DIVIDED IDENTITY 

Those Bible interludes: are they also a 
way to distance the story a little from the 
personal? "I hadn't thought of that, that 
it was an attempt by me to deflect the 
inevitable self-absorption that can happen 
when you're writing a memoir." He thinks 
it was. "I've read a number of Holocaust 
nonfiction books where they skate I think 
dangerously close to 'What I got out of the 
Holocaust'. I was groping for a way to not 
have it just be me, me, me." 

Not that Mendelsohn has been shy 
about mining the me, me, me. His earlier 
memoir. The Elusive Embrace, turned 
family history, classical literature and his 
sexual identity as a gay Jewish man into 
something Newsweek called "brainy and 
beautiful". 

He writes about the situation of boys 
growing up, as he did in Long Island in 


the 60s and 70s, in solitary, suburban gay- 
ness: "Like me, they may have kissed and 
fondled the soft demanding bodies of girls 
with the same sense of willed detachment 
they brought to laboratory dissections of 
frogs." 

It's a book about divided identity, the 
double lives we all lead. Perhaps that early 
resemblance to great-uncle Shmiel has 
made him more sensitive to, and comfort- 
able writing about, his divided self. He 
thinks so. "I very much like the notion 
that having 'shared' an identity, to some 
extent, with Uncle Shmiel initiated me 
into the state of 'divided-ness'." 

Embrace is also about desire and lust. 

He certainly puts it out there. "If you're 
going to use yourself as a sort of guinea 
pig, then you have to shed certain kinds 
of self-consciousness," he says. "It's funny 
because people sometimes say, 'Oh, isn't 
it awkward or embarrassing, writing about 
such intimate parts of your life?' But 
whenever I write about myself - I'm doing 
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it again now in this book about me and 
my dad - 1 think of myself as a character 
in a book. I don't think of it as me. My 
eyes roll back in my head and I think of 
myself as another person for the purposes 
of the writing." 

So how did his parents feel about such 
exposing memoirs? "Well, they were 
very excited about them. My mother! 
Somebody once asked her, when The 
Elusive Embrace came out, 'What do you 
think when your son is so frank about his 
emotional life?' My mother said, 'Well, we 
always wanted interesting children and 
we got it.'" 

Mendelsohn likes to quote his grand- 
father. "Everyone has a family and every 
family is crazy." The new book has a 
gentle father-son tussle at its core. His 
father didn't like The Odyssey. Odysseus, 


a relationship through this great work of 
literature." 

JUST KEEP MOVING 

The divided life. Mendelsohn is single. 
He's also a parent. He splits his time 
between his New York apartment, Bard 
College and the home of two children 
to whom he is a father figure. "I've been 
raising our two boys with my friend 
since they were born. Although now that 
they're both away at school. I'm in New 
Jersey far less frequently." 

And in his spare time, he's a critic of 
some note and occasional controversy. 
He wrote a piece for the New York Review 
of Books on why he doesn't like Mad Men. 
"Oh my goodness, it really took me by 
surprise. I was getting hate mail every 
day."

"I've read The Odyssey 
a million times but to see it through his 
eyes and to argue about it with him gave 
me such insight into his character." This 
story, too, took an unexpected turn. "My 
dad had a stroke and then he died a few 
months later. I didn't know when I first 
started the project that that was how it 
was going to end. I just thought it's a great 
last chapter that we had together, organ- 
ised around Greek literature, which is the 
subject I devoted my whole life to. Having 


It's not that he's a snob. He loves Battle- 
star Galactica. Mad Men, not so much. "In 
its glossy, semaphoric style, its tendency 
to invoke rather than unravel this or that 
issue, the way it uses a certain visual allure 
to blind rather than to enlighten. Mad 
Men is much like a successful advertise- 
ment itself," he wrote. 

"I don't mind being unpopular if I have 
to," he says. No one, he points out, actu- 
ally countered his arguments. He clearly 
touched a nerve. "Yeah, I think that just 
proves that I was right," he says serenely. 

He's written three books since The Lost. 
Is it hard, after that degree of geographical 
and personal intensity, to feel the same 


sense of engagement with other projects? 
"Well, I'm doing a reading from the book 
about my dad when I'm in New Zealand, 
so you can be the judge." 

Though the wider issues The Lost raises 
never go away. "I was just yesterday talk- 
ing about atrocities again with respect to 
Islamic State. I'm getting quite agitated 
that there isn't a more forceful military 
intervention on the part of my country 
and other countries, because it seems to 
me very clear that we're dealing with an 
entity that is in no way different from or 
better than or more negligible than Nazi 
Germany, except in scale at this point," he 
says. "This is just pure evil. Evil. There's no 
other word for it. You're looking at mass 
deportations, mass murder, incredible 
cultural atrocities ... It's all the same stuff." 

With all the trouble in the world, it does 
sometimes seem we're heading back to a 
sort of Dark Ages. "Oh, it's funny you say 
that because my friends are all tired of 
hearing me say that this is the new Middle 
Ages. That's what I call it." 

People still ask him to write about the 
Holocaust. He's said all he has to say. "It's 
not like that poor guy who wrote Tues- 
days with Morrie and then he had to do 
Wednesdays with Morrie, Thanksgiving 
with Morrie . . . I'm not trying to make it 
into a franchise. I have other stories." 

None will have so many discoveries 
that hang on a knife edge of probability; 
such downright spooky coincidences. "I 
know. People say it's uncanny, it's this, 
it's that. I don't know if it was magic or 
karma or kismet or whatever you want to 
call it." He doesn't believe, as someone 
suggested, that it was the dead calling out 
to be found. "The dead need no stories," 
he writes, "that is the fantasy of the living, 
who unlike the dead feel guilt." 

In the end, he thinks, it's about the com- 
pulsion to choose this rather than that, to 
push a little harder, to go back for one last 
look. "There is only looking, and finally 
seeing, what was always there," he writes. 

It's about keeping open to things and 
on the move: to Ukraine; to New Zealand; 
to, should the opportunity arise, the Turks 
and Caicos. "You know, you make things 
happen by inserting yourself into the 
world, into the stream of history," he says. 
"I know if I had stayed home nothing 
would have happened." I

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Great opportunity or 
expensive white elephant? 
The controversy over a 
Hundertwasser building 

is heating up. bySALLYBLUNDELl 


T he straight line/' wrote 
Austrian artist and 
architect Friedensreich 
Hundertwasser, "is godless 
and immoral." But even he 
may have despaired at the 
tortuously crooked path 
to translate his design for an arts centre in 
Whangarei into reality. 

Now, 15 years after his death, his plan 
- the last major unrealised project by this 
startlingly unconventional artist - may 
yet end up in the repository of missed 



opportunities or the dustbin of unfeasible 
dreams. 

"It is such a wonderful concept for 
Whangarei, the Far North, the country," 
says Elizabeth Ellis, chairwoman of the 
Maori Advisory Panel established in 2012 
to help see Hundertwasser's vision come to 
fruition. 

"It's cultural cringe," says local council- 
lor Tricia Cutforth. "It's not right for that 
building, that place, that environment. This 
has been the issue and the divisive issue in 
Whangarei for well over a year." 
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THE HUNDERTWASSER ART CENTRE 


An iconic landmark attracting visitors 
from around the globe? Or an imported 
conceit bearing no relevance to New Zea- 
land's northernmost city? As Northland 
heads towards the more immediate issue 
of the by-election, the fate of this remarkable 
plan is once again centre stage. 

Between May 14 and June 5, 

Whangarei residents and non- 
resident ratepayers will choose 
between three options for the 
old Harbour Board building 
on the city's waterfront. One, 
transform the building into the 
Hundertwasser Wairau Maori 
Arts Centre based on Hunder- 
twasser's 1993 design; two, 
convert the building into the 
Harbourside maritime museum, 
aquarium and gallery; and 
three, demolish the building 
and hope for a better idea. 

It will be a binding referen- 
dum (although the winning 
submitter has just two years to 
secure funding), ending over 
two decades of procrastination 
and controversy surrounding 
an iconoclastic European artist 
who found his second home in 
a remote corner of the Bay of 
Islands. 

FREEWHEELING CREATIVITY 

Bom in Vienna in 1928, the self- 
named Friedensreich Regentag 
Dunkelbunt Hundertwasser 
("Realm of Peace, Rainy Day, 

Darkly Multicoloured, Hundred 
Waters") was an environmen- 
talist, a human rights activist, 
an outspoken critic of the EU 
and a monarchist. Like Got- 
tfried Lindauer, who settled 
in New Zealand a century ear- 
lier, he attended, albeit briefly, 

Vienna's prestigious Academy 
of Fine Arts. 

But although his paintings 
won him considerable success, 
he quickly turned his attention to architec- 
ture, campaigning against what he saw as 
the t 3 n:anny of the straight line and the soul- 
less rationalism of modernism in favour of 
irregular forms and vibrant contradictions 
of colour and texture. As seen in the organic 
lines of Vienna's Hundertwasserhaus apart- 
ment block, the Quixote winery in Napa 
Valley and Austria's Church of St Barbara in 


Barnbach, his was a freewheeling expression 
of creativity and a life lived in tune with 
nature. 

In 1973, he came to New Zealand to 
attend a travelling exhibition of his work. 
Enamoured with Northland's remote 
beauty, he bought a large prop- 
erty on the Waikare inlet east of 
Kawakawa where he designed 
his first "bottle house", trialled 
his first grass roof and installed 
solar panels, a water wheel and 
a biological water purification 
plant. For several months each 
year this peripatetic multimil- 
lionaire lived simply, fmgally 
and largely self-sufficiently on 
the land he called Kaurinui. 

"A lot of Europeans never 
experience bush, wilderness, 
the raw nature that is here," 
says Richard Smart, spokesman 
for the Vienna-based Hundert- 
wasser Non-Profit Foundation 
which still owns the North- 
land property. "Hundertwasser 
thought of New Zealand as a 
paradise." 

FRIENDLY PERSUASION 

In 1993, then Whangarei Mayor 
Stan Semenoff, a bus driver for 
Contiki Tours in the mid-60s, 
went calling. "I'm not an arts 
person. I'm more trucks and 
bulldozers and cattle, but 1 had 
travelled extensively on the 
Continent and 1 had seen a lot 
of his work. When 1 see people 
queuing up, 1 want to see what 
they are seeing." 

Over a picnic at Hundert- 
wasser's farm, he convinced 
the artist to apply one of his 
"architectural transformations" 
to the old waterfront Harbour 
Board building, then owned by 
the Northland Regional Coun- 
cil. The resulting design shows 
a large curvilinear two-storey 
structure with a domed tower, curved win- 
dows and grassed roof. Inside he planned 
a learning centre, a theatre, a cafe, a main 
gallery showcasing Hundertwasser's work 
- models of buildings, stamps, flags (he 
designed the Kom flag for New Zealand, 
based on an unfurling fern frond) - and a 
smaller gallery dedicated to Maori art. 

"Not a huge gallery," says Ellis, "but

enough to showcase the best of contem- 
porary Maori art and serve as a resource for 
Maori arts students. Hundertwasser had a 
close working relationship with the Maori 
community; he supported the aspirations 
of Maori." 

But in 1998 Semenoff was voted out. 
The project was filed away in the archives 
in Vienna and Hundertwasser turned his 
attention to the public toilets in nearby 
Kawakawa. Opening in November 1999, 
the copper and ceramic mosaic complex, 
attracting an estimated 100,000 people a 
year, remains the only Hundertwasser stmc- 
ture in the Southern Hemisphere and the 
last major project undertaken by the artist. 

In 2000, at 71 years of age, Hundertwas- 
ser died at sea on the Queen Elizabeth 11 
and was buried on his Bay of Islands farm. 
Interest in his design, however, continued 
to grow. 

In 2007 Semenoff, back in the mayoral 
chains, announced the Whangarei District 
Council would go ahead with the project. By 
then it had bought the Harbour Board build- 
ing. Councillor Kahu Sutherland and chief 
executive Mark Simpson travelled to Vienna 
to win the support of the Hundertwasser 
Foundation. The artist's architectural con- 
cept was retrieved, and Heinz Springmann, 
an architect on many Hundertwasser pro- 
jects, was enlisted to produce plans faithful 
to the artist's vision. 

Because of his "love of New Zealand and 
the authenticity of the project", the foun- 
dation wrote, it would circulate art works 
from its museum for display in the centre, 
making it the only Hundertwasser gallery 
outside Vienna. (Such endorsement is not 
given lightly - plans by the Kawakawa Hun- 
dertwasser Park Charitable Trust to create a 
Hundertwasser-inspired park, cafe and exhi- 
bition/information centre to celebrate the 
late artist's philosophies were dismissed by 
the foundation as a "wishful Disneyland".) 

FOLLOWING THE MONEY 

Initial assurances that ratepayers would 
not have to foot the $9.5 million cost were 
overtaken by the global financial crisis. 
The cost of building climbed to $13 mil- 
lion. Of this, the council had to stump up 
$8 million, including $2 million for earth- 
quake strengthening. The Whangarei Art 
Museum Trust was given the task of raising 
the remaining $5 million. 

According to a 2011 feasibility study by 
Deloitte, commissioned by the Whanga- 
rei District Council, the numbers stacked 
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up. The centre, it concluded, "presents a 
unique opportunity to develop one of New 
Zealand's truly iconic buildings". It would 
attract an estimated 160,000 visitors annu- 
ally and generate extra spending in the 
region of up to $3.5 million a year. 

There were concerns. Some in the arts 
community thought money should be 
going into local arts, says Grant Faber, chair- 
man of the Whangarei Art Museum Tmst, 
"but the Hundertwasser centre will generate 
a significant operating surplus, which would 
go back into the Whangarei Art Museum 
and the Whangarei arts community. North- 
land has a huge concentration of artistic 
talent and this would really put Northland 
arts on the map. Hundertwasser's philoso- 
phies around nature and sustainability are 


very much in vogue and there is huge sup- 
port from schools." 

Others pointed to more pressing needs. 
Northland is not awash with money. Health, 
education, basic infrastructure - aren't 
they more important? The council said it 
could do both. In his introduction to the

2012-2022 Long Term Plan, then mayor 
Morris Cutforth said, "When the placards 
went up around town saying, 'Hundertwas- 
ser or a clean harbour?', 1 genuinely believed 
it didn't have to be a choice." 

Semenoff points to the money spent in 
other areas. "1 say to people in Whangarei, 
'Drive past the [$18 million] Toll Stadium, 
the cricket stadium, the hockey stadium, 
the swimming pool. Sports Northland.' To 
all those people in all those codes 1 say, 'Are 
we being fair? Are we doing right by the 
arts community?' It takes all sorts to make a 
world; it's not all about mgby. It's also about 
community well-being." 

Although 62% of those who gave feed- 
back to the Long Term Plan were against 
the project, only a third of those canvassed 
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bothered to respond. Assuming the silent 
majority was an affirmative majority the 
council went ahead, contracting local firm 
HB Architecture to assess the impact of the 
proposed building on the existing structure 
and prepare plans. The Arts Museum Tmst 
raised $4.5 million, and in June last year an 
anonymous group promised to underwrite 
the remaining half million. 

But the new council, elected in late 2013, 
was getting antsy. "There was no vote 
whether [councillors] supported the Hun- 
dertwasser project or not," says Cutforth. 
"The whole thing was done in a very mana- 
gerial way ... to get council to a position 
where it would be very difficult to say no." 

It commissioned a phone survey of 1000 
residents that found 53% opposed the 
project. 

An absolute crock, says local businessman 
Barry Trass. The survey polled only land- 
lines (22% of Whangarei households rely 
on mobile phones) and a lot of respondents 
knew nothing about the project. "When the

surveyor said, 'Do you want to put money 
into this', what would they say but no?" 

Then, in June last year, the council voted 
8-6 to drop the Hundertwasser project from 
the Long Term Plan. "We were all shocked," 
says Ellis. "It was such an opportunity for 
a small community to become a destina- 
tion, the only Hundertwasser gallery in the 
world outside KunstHausWien in Vienna 
and thousands go there." The Hundertwas- 
ser Foundation withdrew its approval. 

"There isn't a Hundertwasser building 
anywhere that has failed to draw people and 
generate money and prosperity," says Smart. 
"They are tried and tested. But the council 
threw it away, not the foundation. They 
walked away from a signed agreement." 

If money was the main problem, money 
would be the solution. "We said, we're not 
going to let this go," says Trass. 

In September he and other community 
members formed the Prosper Northland 
Tmst to re-scope the project. Under the new 
model, the council would contribute only

$2.8 million for earth- 
quake strengthening 
and an access road (on 
top of the $ 1 . 7 6 million 
already spent). To aug- 
ment the $4.5 million 
already raised from out- 
side sources, the trust 
undertook to raise a 
further $5.5 million. 

Even in the best 
of economic times, 
it stated, "We do not 
think that any com- 
munity would turn its 
back on a $10 million 
investment in a coun- 
cil-owned community 
asset." 

It commissioned a 
new study, which con- 
firmed that the earlier 
Deloitte findings were 
conservative. Interest 
by new hotel operators 
needed to be factored 
in, as did the potential 
growth in the lucrative 
cmise ship market. Hundertwasser's architec- 
ture, it said, was "marketing gold". 

Prime Minister John Key weighed in, tell- 
ing Radio NZ, "Hundertwasser's a brilliant 
man in his day and the proposal was totally 
unique to Whangarei. It can't be moved 
anywhere else. So it can only be built there. 
Certainly, there are people that believe that 
it would add a particular reason for people 
to overnight in Whangarei and therefore 
stay longer, so there are some real benefits." 

When the council asked for new sub- 
missions for the Harbour Board building. 
Prosper Northland submitted its revised and 
renamed Hundertwasser Wairau Maori Art 
Centre proposal. 

COMPETING PLANS 

Of the two concrete plans for the site, the 
Hundertwasser one, dating back to 1993, 
rewrites the building in accordance with the 
distinctive architectural vision and ecologi- 
cal standards of a world-renowned artist. 

The Harbourside project, proposed by 
Future Whangarei, will retain much of 
the existing building to house a museum 
of local maritime and harbour history, an 
aquarium, a Maori art gallery, facilities for 
digital art exhibitions and a learning centre 
(initial plans to house the Whangarei Art 
Museum had to be dropped). 


"The town basin is maritime," says Future 
Whangarei spokesman Walter Yovich. "It's 
where all the boats came in 100 years ago 
and it is not an appropriate location for Hun- 
dertwasser. [That] could be done elsewhere 
in Whangarei." 

The Deloitte report is a load of garbage, he 
says. Of the five million tourists who visit 
Vienna each year, only 120,000 go to the 
KunstHausWien Hundertwasser museum 
(attendance fell from 388,500 in 2006 to 

110.000 in 2012, although it remains in 
the top 25 Viennese attractions - visitors to 
Mozart's residence similarly dropped from 

200.000 to 132,000 over the same period). 

Bill Edwards, area manager for Heritage 

New Zealand's Northland office, says the 
1920s building with its award-winning 60s 
add-on - the second oldest publicly owned 
building in the city - should be preserved. 
"The connection to the sea, the portholes, 
the new materials - it is like an ocean liner. 
It is a building that links Whangarei to the 
sea, in its architecture and how it was used 
by the Harbour Board." 

"This is our heritage, this is our place," 
agrees Cutforth. The Hundertwasser project 
"has no connection with Whangarei except 
many years ago Hundertwasser sat down on 
the waterfront and drew a scribbly line on 
a piece of paper. He had a relationship with 
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Kawakawa; they are the ones keeping his 
heritage alive." 

But Grant Harris of HB Architecture says 
the Hundertwasser plan is in keeping with 
the environment; not only in the way it 
fits into the landscape and its proximity to 
water but also in the ecological principles 
promoted by Hundertwasser in his "rejuve- 
nation" projects. "We would be returning as 
much material taken from the old building 
as possible to the new building. The brick 
work could be cleaned and reused; the 
timber floors that might have to be pulled 
out could be cleaned up, re-machined and 
replaced in the ceilings of more special parts 
of the building." 

And any use of the building would require 
structural work - "some reconstruction and 
strengthening . . . The impact that has will 
affect how much of the building will be 
retained." 


Under the third "blank slate" option, 
none of the building will be retained. "There 
would first be a grieving process for the loss 
of a building and the loss of an opportunity 
the project presented," says Mayor Sheryl 
Mai, who voted for the Hundertwasser pro- 
ject. "Then we would probably go to the 
community and say, 'Now we have a hole, 
what should we put there?'" 

THE "ICONIC MUSEUM" MOVEMENT 

The battle lines are familiar. In Wellington, 
Napier and New Plymouth councils have 
argued over the merits of a landmark struc- 
ture luring much-needed tourist dollars 
against a purely local institution reflecting 
community history and aspirations. 

Supporters of the Hundertwasser plan 
talk about the Eiffel Tower, the Sydney 
Opera House, the Guggenheim in Bilbao 
- the harbinger of the "iconic museum" 
movement. 

"1 can guarantee if Cambridge had the 
offer, if Palmerston North or Nelson had 
the offer, they wouldn't be arguing about 
it," says Semenoff. "In the rest of the world 
people would walk over glass for it." 

It is disappointing, agrees Harris. "The 
same time the Len Lye centre was being 
talked about, Hundertwasser was being 
talked about. The difference is New Plym- 
outh got on and did it; Whangarei is still 
arguing about it." 

Cutforth says Whangarei already has a 
"point of difference". She points to the dis- 
tinctive landscape, to Mt Manaia. The idea 
that something with "no connection with 


Whangarei" will provide a point of differ- 
ence that is meaningful to Whangarei, she 
says, is wrong. "Is this the type of thing we 
want to be known for? Is tourism and the 
visitor market the best type of industry that 
Whangarei could be supporting up here?" 

Probably, yes. 

Mai says, "Look at the difference between 
Kawakawa and Moerewa up the road. They 
were small towns of a similar size. Kawakawa 
has the Hundertwasser toilets and it has 
developed an enormous visitor industry - 
cafes, entertainment spaces, people pouring 
in taking photographs. 1 don't see busloads 
of tourists going to Moerewa." 

Pounding the pavement for the North- 
land by-election. National Party candidate 
Mark Osborne echoes the Prime Minister. 
"Hundertwasser was a brilliant artist," he 
writes, "and there are some real tourism 
benefits that could be realised if the project 
went ahead. However, the initial outlays 
and ongoing costs to ratepayers need to be 
considered . . . Ultimately it should be the 
people of Whangarei who decide." 

NZ Lirst's Winston Peters is less circum- 
spect. "There will be enormous benefits in 
this project. The problem is the cost, and 
in terms of arts and culture, central govern- 
ment has given enough money elsewhere to 
justify a sizable contribution to this North- 
land project. That way there will be much 
greater local support." 

Executive director of Museums Aotearoa 
Phillipa Tocker recommends caution. 
"Sometimes the silver bullet of a new facil- 
ity is overplayed in the planning stages. Like 
the advice you get when buying art for your 
own home - don't buy it as an investment, 
buy it because you want to live with it. The 
ones that work best as tourist ventures are 
ones that work best for the community in 
which they are situated." 

"I'd be wary of a big single-purpose 
museum dedicated to one thing as a place 
of pilgrimage," agrees Bill McKay, associate 
head of the University of Auckland's School 
of Architecture. "You have to tell and com- 
municate the stories that come out of the 
people whose community you are part of 
and the patch of land you're on." 

But he says the opportunity to do "some- 
thing significant" in terms of Hundertwasser 
should not be missed. "1 see New Zealand 
culture as a rope of many strands. The whole 
history of New Zealand [is one of] people 
coming here with fresh ideas and different 
ways of doing things and he was one of 
those strands." I

Don't knock it 

Mild head injuries are 
often more serious than 
they might appear. 


A bout 34,000 New Zealanders suffer 
a mild traumatic brain injury (TBI) 

- or concussion - every year, mostly 
because of falls, blows to the head, car 
accidents or assaults. But for many of 
them, the consequences are far from 
mild. 

According to the recent Brain Injury Outcomes 
New Zealand in the Community (Bionic) study, 
which looked at the incidence and consequences of 
all head injuries among 173,200 Waikato residents, 
more than 40% of the adults who suffered a mild 
injury were experiencing four or more symptoms of 
what is known as post-concussion syndrome a year 
later. Those symptoms include headaches, dizzi- 
ness, forgetfulness, depression, anxiety, irritability 
and lethargy. Often they follow an apparently 
unremarkable '^bang on the head". 

Auckland psychologist Nic Beets, who helps mn 
a head injury support group, says in some cases a 
person who hits her head after falling on a slippery 
path can end up experiencing more serious long- 
term health effects than someone who sustains a 
life-threatening head injury in a car accident. 

"Fve had people coming to my group after a 
relatively mild head injury saying they thought 
they were going crazy," he says. "There's this 
unfortunate thing where your injury gets clas- 
sified according to how severe it looked at the 
time, rather than the long-term functional 
consequences." 

Wellington personal trainer Paula Wackrow 
didn't think she was going crazy when, a few days 



after hitting her head on a piece of 
gym equipment, she woke with a bad 
headache, nausea and double vision. 
She knew something was seriously 
wrong. 

"At first I thought it was because I 
didn't have my glasses on, but then 
I realised that wasn't the problem. I 
thought, T'm in deep trouble.'" 

After two weeks off work, she began 


to feel better, although she continued 
to have trouble concentrating - "I 
kept zoning out with clients and 
having trouble doing things like 
counting reps" - and had constant 
headaches. 

Then she tripped and hit her head 
a second time, and her headaches 
became so debilitating that on several 
occasions she had to be hospitalised.

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She was also overwhelmed by "bone- 
deep fatigue", as well as feelings of 
depression and anxiety. 

Five months after the original head 
injury, Wackrow was diagnosed with 
post-concussion syndrome. She has 
now given up her job and is hope- 
ful that with rest - the only effective 
treatment for the condition - she will 
eventually recover. 


R ecurrent brain injuries are common. Accord- 
ing to the Bionic study, 10% of people have a 
second knock to the head within 12 months 
of the first one. They are significantly more likely 
to still be experiencing post-concussive syndrome a 
year later than those who have just one injury. 

Waikato University psychology lecturer Nicola 
Starkey, one of the Bionic study researchers, says 
recurrent brain injuries are also linked to problems 
such as early-onset dementia and Parkinson's 
disease. 

"That's one of the reasons it's so important for 
parents and sports officials not to force players back 
onto the field after they've had concussion," she 
says. "Concussion is a brain injury, and it's impor- 
tant to make sure they're completely symptom-free 
before they start playing again." 

It's hoped the next stage of the study will shed

WHEN WEST IS NOT BEST 

New Canadian research suggests 
the rising incidence of inflam- 
matory bowel disease (IBD) is 
associated with growing up in 
the West. The condition is less 
common in countries in Asia, 

Africa and South America. The 
researchers found that children 
who immigrated to Canada from 
those regions had the same risk of 
developing IBD as Canadian-born 
children. Their parents, on the other 
hand, were less likely to develop 
the disease after arriving in Canada. 

NEW LIFE FOR OLD HEARTS 

Elderly patients once considered 
too frail for heart valve replace- 
ment surgery are living longer, 
with better quality of life, follow- 
ing minimally invasive surgery, 
according to a study published in 
the Lancet. Patients with an average 
age of 83 who underwent trans- 
catheter aortic valve replacement 
lived markedly longer and had 
fewer hospital readmissions than 
those who received the standard 
balloon aortic valvuloplasty, in 
which an inserted balloon inflates a 
narrowed heart valve. 


post-concussion syndrome. Starkey says one expla- 
nation may be their psychological state before the 
injury. 

"If you have pre-existing anxiety or depression, 
then a TBI can trigger a worsening of that 
condition - it seems to tip the body over the edge." 

Genetic factors may also be involved, particularly 
those governing the brain's inflammatory response 
to injury. That theory is now being tested by 
researchers at the University of Auckland, who 
are analysing saliva samples from Bionic study 
participants. 

Knocks received on the mgby field are a high- 
profile cause of concussion. But the study suggests 
mgby is responsible for only 3% of head injuries. 
Starkey says the focus on the sport is useful, 
though, as it helps raise awareness of head-injury 
dangers. "A lot of people still don't realise that a 
bang on the head can actually cause long-term 
symptoms."

FISH FOR HEALTH 

Vegetarians who also eat fish have 
a much lower risk of developing 
bowel cancer than non-vegetar- 
ians. A study in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association says 
pescatarians also have a lower risk 
of developing bowel cancer than 
vegetarians who do not each fish, 
and vegans. However, vegetarians 
of all kinds were 22% less likely to 
develop bowel cancer than non- 
vegetarians. The researchers say 
fish's omega-3 fatty acids are prob- 
ably responsible.

Jiving with java 

It’s not yet being 
prescribed as a health 
tonic, but coffee’s 
certainly come in 
from the cold. 


O ne minute it’s considered a nasty 

substance that can do us all sorts of 
harm, the next it’s being acclaimed as 
some kind of elixir. The debate about 
whether coffee is harmful or healthy 
has been raging for years, leaving 
consumers more confused than ever. 
According to recent Korean research published in 
the journal Heart, the arteries of people who drink 
three to five cups a day tend to be less clogged 
with calcium than those of drinkers of two cups or 
fewer, or six cups or more. That means they have a 
reduced chance of suffering a heart attack. 

A Swedish-US study, meanwhile, has concluded 
that coffee drinkers are less likely to develop multi- 
ple sclerosis. And a panel of experts given the task 
of revising the US Dietary Guidelines has found 
that coffee drinkers don’t have a greater chance of 
developing conditions such as cancer or 
heart disease and aren’t more likely to 
die prematurely than those who never 
imbibe the stuff. 

The pronouncements that coffee may 
well be one of the dietary good guys are a 
complete about-face from a generation ago, 
when the beverage was frowned upon because 
of its caffeine content. Early studies into 
the link between coffee drinking and 
disease concluded that people who 
consumed a lot of it were more 
likely to have heart disease 
or certain cancers, but they 
didn’t consider the fact that 
back then, people who were 
fond of a cup or five of java 
were also more likely to 
be smokers and couch 
potatoes. 

The change in thinking 


about coffee started in 
2008, when researchers 
at the Harvard School of 
Public Health looked into the 
relationship between coffee 
consumption and overall mor- 
tality in a sample of 130,000 
people from two US 
studies. The research- 
ers couldn’t find 
any link between 
the drink and an 
increased risk of dying 
of cancer, cardiovas- 
cular disease or any 
other cause. 

Scientists 
do have 
evidence 


that coffee can cause tremors and 
anxiety and may interfere with sleep 
if it’s knocked back in high doses. 
They also know that unfiltered coffee 
contains higher levels of cafestol, a 
compound that can lead to increased 
levels of bad LDL cholesterol in your 
blood. Too much LDL cholesterol 
equals a greater chance of having a 
heart attack or stroke. One way of get- 
ting around this is to use a paper filter 
when you make coffee - the cafestol 
gets left behind in the filter. 

Experts say pregnant women 
should try to limit coffee consump- 
tion because of evidence of a link 
between caffeine and premature birth 
or low birth weight. Children and 
teenagers should also avoid it because 
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they may be getting caffeine from 
a variety of sources, including soft 
drinks, and the affect of caffeine on 
developing brains isn't understood. 

People who have trouble control- 
ling their blood sugar or who have 
high blood pressure should also ease 
back on their coffee intake. 


F or the rest of us, however, it may 
be better to drink coffee than 
not to. That's due in part to there 
being more to it than just caffeine - 
coffee beans contain compounds that 
help to keep us healthy. 

For example, antioxidants called 
polyphenols may be able to help 
preserve cognitive function, reducing 
the risk of Alzheimer's and dementia.

according to a report released last 
year by the Institute for Scien- 
tific Information on Coffee, a body 
funded by coffee-makers. Between 
one and five cups a day may be able 
to slow down the decline of brain 
function. 

Other antioxidants such as chloro- 
genic acids and quinides may boost 
the sensitivity of our cells to insulin, 
which can help regulate blood sugar 
and lower the chances of developing 
type 2 diabetes. 

Other studies report that three cups 
of coffee a day can halve the risk of 
liver cancer, while four can halve 
the risk of mouth and throat cancer. 
Research published in the journal 
Cancer Research found that the more

caffeine people had in their system, 
the lower their risk of develop- 
ing basal cell carcinoma, the most 
common form of skin cancer. 

But before we all dash off to order a 
double-shot tall latte, we need to bear 
in mind that the research is typically 
based on coffee that is black or comes 
with a little milk and sugar, not the 
super-sized, high-calorie fancy cof- 
fees many people favour. And the 
researchers caution that although 
there do appear to be health benefits 
from drinking coffee, there still needs 
to be further investigation. 

Dr Rob van Dam, associate profes- 
sor in the Nutrition Department at 
the Harvard School of Public Health, 
says research is "not at the stage 
where we would say, 'Start drinking 
coffee to increase your health even if 
you don't like it.'" 

But for the general population, 
when dmnk in moderation, "coffee 
is one of the good, healthy beverage 
choices". And what's moderate? A 
daily intake of three to four 240ml 
cups of ground roasted coffee, or five 
cups of instant, is considered to be 
okay. I

Their slimi- 
ness and smell was unpleasant, but they were tasty. 
Has filming this series changed the way you think 
about food? Definitely. The amount of energy 
required to find food in the bush is astounding. The 
bush may be a supermarket but the shelves are few 
and far between. 

What was the "bravest" thing you'd eaten before 
making the programme? My mum's homemade fruit 
roll-ups. 

In normal life I usually eat ... six meals a day, so vari- 
ety's important. Chicken, lamb, tuna, kangaroo - 1 eat 
many meat types in a week. 

Do you follow any special diet? I'd never analysed what 
I ate until I had shoulder surgery last year and was 
unable to train properly for months. I had to keep it 
simple and eat fewer processed foods. 

New Zealand food is ... very similar to Australian food. 

I loved how kumara was available everywhere, even 
as chips. 

A food lesson I've learnt is... don't eat too many 
sugar-free lollies in one sitting. 

What nutritional advice 
do you find confusing? 

What's not confusing? 

The food pyramid, 
cocon ut-water diet, no 
carb, low-carb, high- 
carb, gluten-free ...

hey say for every 10°C drop in 
temperature, it's a "different 
kind of cold". The -20°C I expe- 
rienced camping at Friis Hills in 
Antarctica was certainly new for me, 
but the geologists I was with seemed 
unconcerned: their minds were on 
another Antarctica. They were there 
to investigate times in our planet's 
history when the continent was a lot 
warmer than it is today. 

Friis Hills is a 1300m-high, ice-free 
plateau in the Dry Valleys region of 
the Transantarctic Mountains, about 
100km from Scott Base. The views

- steep-sided mountains, enormous 
glaciers, a glimpse of the polar plateau 

- are awesome, but we weren't there 
for the scenery. Our field party, led 
by Professor Tim Naish from Victoria 
University's Antarctic Research Centre 
and Richard Levy from GNS Science, 
was focused on the sediments and 
glacial deposits beneath our boots. 

Adam Lewis, a glacial geomorph- 
ologist from North Dakota State 
University, had already spent five 
field seasons at Friis Hills. On his 
first visit, he and his colleague found 
"fossil tundra everywhere we looked". 
The leaves, insects, pollen and seeds 
hinted at a climate with summer 
air temperatures some 20°C warmer 
than today. Lewis and his students 
have since identified a sequence of 
glacial moraines interspersed with 
life-supporting water bodies - ponds, 
marshes and small lakes - created by 
glacial meltwaters. 

It's clear that the landscape was 
created by a series of advancing 
and retreating glaciers, but what's 
remarkable about the Friis Hills 
landscape, and what makes it so 
interesting to geologists, is that it 
was created 14-20 million years ago 
and preserved intact since then. After 
this time, the climate changed: air 
temperatures became colder, rain

stopped falling and the water became locked up in 
glacial ice - plants could no longer grow here. At 
least that's what the geomorphologists believe. 

Sedimentologists such as Naish and Levy have 
found evidence of a warm period three to five mil- 
lion years ago. Ross Sea sediment cores from the 
Andrill project revealed that "the ocean warmed 
up, there was no Ross Ice Shelf, the West Antarctic 
Ice Sheet collapsed and the ocean was too warm to 
support sea ice", says Naish. 

It's puzzling that at the same time as the ocean 
was warming, the mountains seem to have 
remained cold and frozen. These contradictory 
pieces of paleoclimate evidence are part of a 30-year 
debate over what happened to the massive East 
Antarctic Ice Sheet three to five million years ago: 
did it collapse or remain intact? 

S ediments that preserve information about 
land-based climate from three to five million 
years ago are rare - but there are 14-20 million- 
year-old deposits in both marine sediments and 
Friis Hills. "That these deposits are so well preserved 
at Friis Hills implies that much of the high interior 
East Antarctic Ice Sheet survived the global warmth 
of the Pliocene, unlike the West Antarctic Ice sheet, 
which was attacked by warming oceans," says Levy. 

The team working at Friis Hills last December 
took sediment cores and did acoustic surveys across 
old lake beds to get a more detailed picture of what 
was going on. Correlating this land-based evidence 
with existing drill-core evidence - and determin- 
ing the likely temperature gradient from mountain 
to sea - will help reveal what happened to the 
East Antarctic Ice Sheet over past periods of global 
warming. 

The greenhouse gases we're pumping into the 
atmosphere have raised atmospheric CO^ levels 
to 400 parts per million. The last time CO^ levels 
were this high was three to five million years ago. 
Naish says we have a good understanding of what 
was happening in the oceans at that time, but 
understanding what was happening on land is 
"important for getting to the nub of the contro- 
versy over how warm Antarctica was three to five 
million years ago". I

A cricketers' guide 
to not choking 

The trick is to not let the 
fear of losing overpower 
the reward of the win. 

I enjoy games, but Fm not wild about Jenga. 
That's the game in which players make a tower 
from 54 small wooden blocks. They then take 
turns removing a block at a time that they place 
on top of the tower, and the game ends when the 
structure falls down. 

Kids seem to love it. My 11 -year-old, Isaac, 
plays a variation with a timer: when time's up, the 
tower's skittled. It's all over more quickly than the 
initial tower takes to build, which I find limits the 
fun. 

Unless your child's on the professional Jenga 
circuit or has modified the activity into a drinking 
game or gambling enterprise, he or she probably 
just enjoys it for its own sake. Children are intrinsi- 
cally motivated to get pleasure from it. And they'll 
keep on enjoying it for an annoyingly long time. 

Unless, that is, you do the unthinkable and pay 
them to play. Were you to do this, you would be 
providing an extrinsic motivator: instead of playing 
for the sake of it, they'd be in it for the reward. Give 
them a bit of time and they'd be playing Jenga not 
because they enjoy it, but because it has become a 
means to an instrumental end. 

What happens when the money dries up? 
Research suggests that, at least in the short term, 
children will no longer play Jenga just for the heck 
of it. So what about other spheres: does enjoyment 
of your job go up or down if you get promoted or 
paid more? Does the need to get an NCEA excel- 
lence pass or an A+ in a university course crush the 
enjoyment of learning? 

Let's shift to another domain - cricket. By close 
of play on March 26, we'll know who the Cricket

World Cup finalists are. I'm hoping 
New Zealand will be one of them. 
What worries me is the semis: what 
if we meet Australia again? Okay, we 
beat them in pool play, but what if 
we - the Black Caps, I mean - choke 
and we're bumped from the final? 

C hoking in cricket may be related 
to the Jenga motivational prob- 
lem in that it's influenced by the 
reward part of the brain. In one study, 
participants were offered increasing 
rewards for a simple computer-based 
task. To start with, the ventral stria- 
tum, associated with pleasure and 
whatnot, lit up like a Christmas tree 
as those taking part became excited 
about winning. But as the rewards 
mounted, the electrical activity 
dimmed. In other words, participants 
went from enjoying the thought 
of spending their prize money to 
worrying about losing out on future 
goodies. 

This is what happens when people 
choke at sports: the stakes are suf- 
ficiently high that, horror of horrors, 
the players start to think about what 


they're doing. That's in spite of the 
fact that they're doing something 
they may have practised or done for 
real thousands of times before, to the 
point where it's automatic. 

Armchair cricketers can test this: 
assuming driving is second nature, 
next time you're behind the wheel, 
take a moment to think about all the 
different parts of the process. Then 
again, you may not want to put your 
no-claims bonus at risk. 

A safer experiment might be to 
draw some boxes on a piece of paper, 
then as fast as possible try to think of 
as many creative things to do with 
them as you can. For example, turn 
one into an envelope, another into 
a tent, etc. Now try it again, but this 
time do as many as you can in three 
minutes. What tends to happen is 
people produce more ideas when 
there's no time limit - no pressure - 
than when there is. 

What's the solution? For a start, 
Brendon, don't think about it. Try 
whistling or singing to yourself. Then 
again, I don't think the Black Caps 
need my help.

Savour the flavour and texture of 
mushrooms done three ways. 
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A s a child I was taken on a mushroom 
hunt on a farm on the fringe of the 
city. I carried a little basket, and the 
hope and anticipation I experienced 
remains in my memory, mainly because 
the whole morning was a mystery. I 
imagined there would be mushrooms everywhere, 
but reality fell short, and as we drove back to 
town, I gazed at my empty basket and wanted to 
cry - 1 hadn't known what to look for. Happily, my 
parents had gathered enough pale, gorgeous mush- 
rooms to fill their containers to the brim. 

These days mushrooms are available year-round, 
thanks to commercial growers in the business of 
producing them in climate-controlled buildings. 
Small white button mushrooms and Swiss browns 
are commonly found in stores. The latter tend to 
have more flavour and when allowed to grow larger 
and flatten out are known as portobellos. 

When preparing mushrooms, be mindful of 
their moisture content. Cook them in a little oil 
or butter over medium heat. Just when you think 
they're going to be dry, they'll release moisture and 
become quiet sloppy. But cook for a few minutes 
longer and the moisture will be reabsorbed. 

THIS TRADITIONAL MEDITERRANEAN recipe for 
button mushrooms sees them simmered in olive oil 
and enhanced with herbs and spices. The juices are 
then reduced so the mushrooms sit in a delicious 
cold "sauce". 

MUSHROOMS A LA GRECQUE 

400g small white button mushrooms 

V 2 cup dry white wine 

Zest of 1 lemon 

1 small tomato, finely chopped 

4 tbsp olive oil 

1 tsp coriander seeds 

1 tsp salt 

Freshly ground pepper, to taste 
2 tsp finely chopped parsley 

Wipe the mushrooms clean, then place them in a 
small heavy-based saucepan with the wine, lemon 
zest, tomato, olive oil, coriander seeds, salt and 
pepper. Bring to a gentle boil, then simmer for 
about 20 minutes. 

Remove the mushrooms to a jar and reduce the 
liquid so there's just enough to cover them. Taste 
and add extra salt if needed or a tablespoon of 
lemon juice for acidity. Pour the sauce into the jar, 
add the parsley and allow to cool. 

Stored in a covered jar or bowl in the fridge, the 
mushrooms will keep for 3-4 days. Serve at room 
temperature as an accompaniment to cold meat or 
salad, or serve as a starter with grilled bread.

MUSHROOM AND RICOTTA LASAGNE 

500g portobello mushrooms, sliced 
2 tbsp olive oil 

600ml tomato passata or pureed whole 
tomatoes in juice 
2 cloves garlic, finely chopped 
2 tbsp chopped basil 
Salt and pepper, to taste 
50g butter 
2 tbsp flour 
1 cup milk 

20 small sheets lasagne noodles 
(choose ones that don't require 
pre-cooking) 

200g ricotta cheese 
2-3 medium-large beefsteak tomatoes, 
thinly sliced 

lOOg grated mozzarella or gray ere 

Preheat the oven to 200°C. Saute 
the mushrooms in the oil until they 


soften, then add the tomato passata, 
garlic and basil. Simmer for 5-10 
minutes, then season to taste and 
set aside. The sauce should be quite 
syrupy as the moisture is essential for 
softening the pasta as it bakes. 

In the meantime, make a becha- 
mel sauce by melting the butter in 
a small saucepan and stirring in the 
flour. Turn the heat to low and stir 
for 1 minute. Add the milk, stirring 
constantly until it comes to the boil 
and thickens. Season to taste, then 
set aside. 

Spread a couple of spoonfuls of the 
tomato sauce in the base of a rectan- 
gular baking or lasagne dish (about 
30 X 18cm), then place four of the 
lasagne sheets on top in a single layer 
(don't worry if they don't overlap as 
they'll expand during the cooking).

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Surprising baked mushrooms 


Sometimes the simplest dishes are the best. 
On a trip to the town of Evora in Portugal, 
a Unesco World Heritage site, we sat at the 
counter of a little corner restaurant named 
Botequim da Mouraria in a tiny cobbled back 
street and enjoyed a few dishes prepared 
at the whim of the chef. He had offered us a 
menu, but then decided to cut his own path 
through it for our dinner, which included rosy 
slices of cured ham, a salad of ripe tomatoes 
dressed with fragrant olive oil and dried 
oregano and a whole grilled sea bass. 

But the surprise of the night was two large 
portobello mushrooms, baked just long 
enough to taste wonderfully meaty and salty, 
yet still be a little firm. Here's my version of 
chef Domingo Canelas's baked mushrooms. 

Preheat the oven to 1 80°C. Place 6 large 
portobello mushrooms on a baking tray. 

Fill each with a tablespoon of olive oil and 
sprinkle with thyme and sea salt. Cook in 
the oven for about 1 0 minutes until the 
mushrooms are tender but still have a little 
"bite" to them. Serve immediately as an 
appetiser or with steak and a glass of pinot 
noir. 



Layer on half the remaining tomato sauce, then 
cover with another layer of lasagne sheets. Add 
half the ricotta and some sliced tomato, then 
cover with another layer of lasagne sheets. 

Repeat the tomato sauce, lasagne noodles 
and ricotta and tomato layers, topping with 
a final layer of noodles. Spread the bechamel 
sauce over the top and cover with grated cheese. 
Place the dish in the oven and bake for 30-45 
minutes until the top is golden and a knife can 
be inserted easily. 

Remove from the oven and allow to stand for 
10 minutes before serving with a green salad.

S ome people don't need a reason to dislike 
sport. Those who do can find plenty of 
them in the discourse sport generates. 

There are the fans (the word is an 
abbreviation of 'Tanatic") who treat 
games as matters of life and death. We 
may snigger at those mercurial foreigners who riot 
and burn effigies when their teams fail to deliver, 
but Kiwis aren't immune to getting their sense of 
perspective in a twist. Ask John Hart: after the All 
Blacks crashed out of the 1999 World Cup, specta- 
tors at Addington Raceway showered the by then 
ex-coach with vicious abuse and his horse with 
anything they could lay their hands on. We might 
be better than that these days, but I doubt any 
government would want to go to the polls in the 
aftermath of a World Cup flop. 

Then there's the media coverage. Much of what 
gets said or written about sport by those who are 
paid to do so falls into one of two categories: once- 
over-lightly statements of the fairly obvious, or 
click bait. 

In line with the global trend, sports coverage 
in this country is increasingly the preserve of the 
ex- jock. The trend is more advanced in broadcast- 
ing for the obvious reason that writing is harder 
than talking. There seem to be as many ex-players 
commentating on the Cricket World Cup as there 
are current players taking part in it, but precious 
few bring much originality or insight to the party. 
There's professional Lancastrian David "Bumble" 
Lloyd with his "ee bah gum" routine, and Shane 


Heath, for example, is a 
warthog guy, although he 
admits to being attracted to 
"all savannah animals".

Warne, whose acute observations are 
laced with larrikinism - but that's 
about it. 

Sky's commentary team, ex-players 
to a man, seem to equate silence with 
failure. Either that or they're paid by 
the word. The result is mind-numb- 
ing repetitiveness. Although they 
do try to inject a little humour into 
proceedings, dressing room banter is 
just that, and if you're not part of the 
team, it doesn't really work. 

H appily, we now have the option 
of tuning into the Alternative 
Commentary Collective (ACC) 

- Lee Baker, Paul Ford, Leigh Hart, 
Matt Heath, Jason Hoyte, Mike Lane 
and Jeremy Wells - whose guerrilla 
approach and determination to push 
the good taste envelope weren't 
compromised by their brush with the 
World Cup organisers' apparatchiks. 

Be warned, however: if family- 
themed sitcoms and gentle 
above-the-belt humour are your 
thing, you might be better to stick 
with the Sky crew or Danny DeVito 
lookalike Bryan Waddle and co 
on Radio Sport. A t 3 q)ical ACC riff 
concerns the wild animals with 
which they hanker to have intimate 
relations. Heath, for example, is a 
warthog guy, although he admits 
to being attracted to "all savannah 
animals". The urbane Wells 
nominates the cheetah. Heavens 
knows what their families make of 


their full-frontal confessions, but 
they're immensely diverting for the 
rest of us. 

Stats man Hart takes a more holistic 
approach than Sky's facts and figures 
guru and trainspotter extraordinaire 
Francis Payne, for instance keeping 
us up to date with the percentage 
of Black Caps who are circumcised. 
Apparently it's a fluid situation. 

Put on the TV, turn down the 
sound and tune into the ACC. You 
might hear more about bowel move- 
ments, nocturnal emissions and STDs 
than you'd have thought possible 
in cricket commentary, but it will 
double your enjoyment.

High spirits 

An intrepid Kiwi opens 
his wallet, puts on his 
overalls and bestrides 
an Aussie icon. 


I 've always loved the story of how, when the 
great arches of the Sydney Harbour Bridge 
touched for the first time on an August 
afternoon in 1930, construction workers on 
both sides reached out and shook hands. A 
few hours later, as evening came on, cooling 
temperatures caused the steel to shrink and 
both sides were temporarily separated again. 
You can cross the "Coathanger" by car, train or 
bike or on foot. None of these lets you see much, 
thanks to high fences. If you really want to take in 
the view, go on a bridge climb. Load the credit card 
first; even when the New Zealand dollar is high, it'll 
cost you about $260. 

You check in at the southern end. "Have you had 
breakfast?" is the first question. Fair enough: feeling 
faint 134m above Darling Harbour is not a good 
option. 

A full climb takes more than three hours, and 
one hour of that is spent getting dressed and 
undressed. You slip into style-free overalls in grey 
and blue with a waist harness that secures you to a 
little-finger-diameter safety cable that mns parallel 
for the entire climb. 

A bum bag with fleecy jacket is hitched on, in 
case you feel the cold up high. The Aussies in our 
group all used theirs; Sarah from Birmingham and I 
sneered and shivered in our overalls. Another bum 
bag holds a rain jacket. Around your neck goes a

radio receiver, so you can hear the 
group leader's patter: "The base-jump- 
ing platform is just around the corner 
. . . Any medication you leave will be 
shared by the staff at social hour." 
Thank you, Graham. 

You remove your wallet, camera, 
wristwatch, dangly earrings: anything 
that might fall on the innocent 
commuters below. You pass through 
a metal detector and keep the rest of 
the group waiting while you fumble 
around for the loose change you've 
forgotten. 

Finally, you're breathalysed. Yes, 
breathalysed. Well, if drunks jump 
into fountains, imagine what they 
might do with an entire harbour 
below them. 

Off you go, in strict single file. 
Along a metal walkway for 100m 
and up several shortish but steepish 
flights of stairs. You can't see much 
except for diagonals, verticals and 


horizontals of massive grey steel. This 
is the part that supports the 53,000 
tonnes of bridge; the stone pylons 
are there only for aesthetic effect, to 
reassure bridge-users, and as office 
and storage space.

Fantastic Mr Ishiguro 

Set in a mythical land, Kazuo Ishiguro’s seventh novel explores 
the nature of memory and its impact on love, by Stephen jewell 


A fter the dark dystopia of 
2005's Never Let Me Go, 
Kazuo Ishiguro's latest 
book, The Buried Giant, 
takes place in a semi-his- 
torical, fantastical England 
populated by ogres, 
dragons and other super- 
natural creatures. But though you could 
be forgiven for presuming Ishiguro has a 
checklist of genres to explore, there is no 
such grand sense of design to the North 
London-based author's career, which has 
seen him release seven novels, beginning 
with A Pale View of Hills in 1982. 

"I don't really come at it from that 
direction," he says. "I always have a story 
that I'm stmggling to figure out how to 
tell and there's always something I can't 
get quite right, as if there's a piece of the 
jigsaw missing. I'd tried to write Never Let 
Me Go before, in the 90s, but never got 
very far with it. It was on the third time 
around that I managed to write the novel, 
as it was only then that I had the idea of 
using what you might call a science fic- 
tion trope, in that the characters would be 
clones being harvested for organs. And it 
was a bit like that with The Buried Giant” 
Ishiguro considered both post- World 
War II France and the former Yugosla- 
via after the 1990s civil war as potential 
locations for his story, though he initially 
intended to use a more recent conflict as 
the backdrop. "I was quite interested in 
this question of how a nation can bury its 
bad memories from even just a generation 
ago," he says. "They can then suddenly 
erupt in a society where the different 


ethnic groups are coexisting quite peace- 
fully, as enmity has been provoked to 
some extent by the deliberate control of 
societal memories. I thought about writing 
a novel set in those kinds of places, but in 
the end I didn't want it to be too journalis- 
tic or something that people would think 
was about those issues in particular." 

Cmcial to Ishiguro's vision was the 
concept of a mysterious mist that not only 
robs his ageing protagonists, Axl and Bea- 
trice, of almost a lifetime of memories, but 
also prevents most of those around them 
from remembering the traumatic events of 
the recent past. 

"Rather than resort to a sci-fi device and

set it in a future world, I decided to set it 
way back in some kind of mythical land, 
where a controlled forgetfulness has been 
imposed on the inhabitants from above," 
he says. "It was this idea that led me into 
that area - it wasn't an attraction to the 
genre per se, and it was the same with my 
relationship with sci-fi with Never Let Me 
Go. It was something I resorted to out of 
necessity as a storyteller, and I'm not very 
conscious when I'm writing where certain 
things belong genre-wise. It's only later 
on when someone looks at the end result 


and says, 'That's looks a bit like a sci-fi or a 
fantasy book.'" 

Calculated or not, Ishiguro's venture 
into fantasy territory couldn't be better 
timed, as the genre has never been so 
popular thanks to the recent success of 
TV show Game of Thrones and the Hobbit 
movie trilogy. "I have to say that I started 
work on this book before Game of Thrones 
became so well known, although of course 
The Hobbit has long been a well-known 
book," says Ishiguro, who says he hasn't 
read any of JRR Tolkien's Middle-Earth 
novels or George RR Martin's A Song of Ice 
and Tire series, on which Game of Thrones 
is based. 

"I haven't actually watched a single 
episode of Game of Thrones, but I have 
seen Peter Jackson's Lord of the Rings 
movies," he says. "But I plan to now make 
myself a student of the genre, as I did with 
sci-fi after writing Never Let Me Go, when 
I subsequently discovered a lot of really 
good sci-fi writing. There seems to be a lot 
of interesting stuff happening in this area 
at the moment. Fantasy seems to have 
evolved to a stage where we need to take 
it much more seriously as a literary form. 
I've almost inadvertently stumbled into 
this kind of world and I'm actually quite 
excited by what I'm going to discover." 

Born in Nagasaki but raised in Surrey 
from the age of six, the 60-year-oId was 
inspired by the Japanese movies and 
cowboy films he saw during his youth. 
"Because of my background, samurai

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stories are like second nature to me/' he 
says, referencing the late Akira Kurosawa, 
whose oeuvre includes Ran, Throne of 
Blood and Seven Samurai. "Fve also always 
loved westerns, particularly the cycle that 
was made in the late 60s and early 70s, 
where there was a kind of elegiac feel. 
They were usually about a lone gunfighter, 
whose time has passed as society has 
moved on and there's no real place for 
him. So I was thinking of more of those 
things, as well as The Iliad and The Odys- 
sey, as I'm quite a big ancient Greek fan. I 


or will it make the relationship somehow 
false or invalid? But on the other hand, if 
you actually do go back to those darker areas 
of your shared memories, will that actually 
destroy the love?" 

Axl and Beatrice are both advanced in 
years, continuing a pattern from many 
of Ishiguro's previous novels. "I've often 
taken elderly narrators, even when I was 
a young man myself," he says. "My first 
three books, which were written in my 
twenties and early thirties, are all told 
from the perspective of somebody quite 


same position. She knows she's coming 
to the end of her natural existence and 
she's looking back. That's always some- 
thing that has come quite naturally to me, 
regardless of my own age." 

L ike Never Let Me Go and The Remains 
of the Day - for which Ishiguro won 
the Booker Prize in 1989 - The Buried 
Giant looks likely to be adapted for the 
cinema after being optioned by The Grand 
Budapest Hotel producer Scott Rudin. But 
despite having written several screenplays

like it in The Iliad where in the middle of 
the mayhem of a battle, for some peculiar 
reason two warriors from opposing sides 
stop and have a conversation with each 
other, although I'm not quite sure what's 
happening to the rest of the battle while 
they do this. Some elements of that got 
into The Buried Giant." 

W ith Axl and Beatrice's quest to find 
their long-lost son the basis of the 
narrative. The Buried Giants central 
theme of collective amnesia also applies on 
a more personal level. "It's not just about 
societal memory - it's also about the shared 
memories of a marriage, because the ques- 
tion 'When is it better to remember and 
when is it better to forget?' is also posed 
to the main characters," says Ishiguro. "I 
think those same questions that are applied 
to nations apply to relationships as well, 
particularly one that has gone on for a long 
time: when should you forget about some 
of the darker passages in your marriage? 
For if you just don't acknowledge it and try 
instead to forcibly forget it, does that act of 
forgetting in itself do something to the love 


old. I suppose that's kind of convenient 
when you're trying to put down in a story 
the sweep of a person's life, as they're 
looking back and struggling to assess 
and reassess what their life has meant. 

So it makes sense to take them quite late 
in their life as that then gives you the 
freedom to go back to when they were 
younger. 

"That's tme even of Never Let Me Go, 
where the narrator is ostensibly young, 
but because of the peculiarities of her 
situation, she's at the end of her life. The 
main characters in Never Let Me Go don't 
live very long, so in a way she's in that

himself, Ishiguro won't be extensively 
involved in the process. "My usual policy 
is to be very supportive but to take a back- 
seat creatively, because what it requires 
now is for someone to take a fresh look at 
it," he says. He's wary of targeting the film 
at a similar audience to those who lap up 
Game of Thrones and The Hobbit. 

"It might get stuck in a kind of vortex 
of a genre that it doesn't quite belong 
to, just as Remains of the Day might have 
been if Downton Abbey had been around 
when it first came out," he says. "With 
both Remains of the Day and Never Let Me 
Go, there wasn't a ready-made film genre 
that the books obviously slipped into. It's 
almost like from an early stage the film- 
makers had to come up with a bespoke 
idea of how to turn those books into 
films. Even with Remains of the Day, when 
you look at the film in hindsight, it isn't a 
natural period drama, while Never Let Me 
Go is also very hard to define. With The 
Buried Giant, on the surface it looks like it's 
a fantasy adventure, but the film-makers 
have to be careful not to fall into that trap. 
They need to ask, 'What exactly are the 
strengths of this story?', as those strengths 
might lie elsewhere." I

nightmareland 

Beguiling, disquieting 
novella is classic 
Murakami territory, 
says Sally Blundell. 

D ressed head to toe in his woolly 
attire, the sheep man doesn't 
mince words. ''Okay, kid," he 
tells our nameless young hero, 
imprisoned in the reading 
room in the city library. "Fll 
give it to you straight. The top of your 
head'll be sawed off and all your brains'll 
get slurped right up." 

Well of course. This is Haruki Murakami 
territory. A quick shift in the narrative - 
here a schoolboy's innocent request for 
a book on tax collection in the Ottoman 
Empire - and we're deftly dropped into 
a surreal world of evil librarians (with a 
penchant for brains stuffed with facts), a 
straight-talking sheep man, a shape-shift- 
ing wisp of a girl who communicates only 
with her hands and a recurring, slavering, 
big black dog. 

Appearing just months after Murakami's 
2014 novel Colorless Tsukuru Tazaki and 
His Years of Pilgrimage, The Strange Library is 
a slip of a book, a novella for young adults 
and grown-ups alike (the Japanese edition, 
published in 2005, is subtitled "a fantasy 
for adults"), exquisitely presented as a 
retired library book complete with coffee 
stains, foxed pages, library stamps, mar- 
bled endpapers and pages of illustrations 
from household and science compendia 
culled from the London Library. 

It's beguiling, disquieting, compelling 
and politely rebellious. His mother's direc- 
tives - be polite, be agreeable, if you don't

know something, "go to the library and 
look it up" - result in the protagonist's 
alarming predicament of being locked in 
a basement cell, forced to read obscure 
texts in the knowledge that he will, on 
completion, be killed. Will he accept this 
conclusion? Of course not. In embarking 
on a daring escape, he braves the dark pas- 
sageway, the punitive librarian, the scary 
dog. His experience comes at a cost. Like 
the mother in Margaret Mahy's The Lion in 
the Meadow, who vows never to make up 
a story again, Murakami's protagonist will 
never return to the city library. Fantasy 
has an edge, he learns. Bookishness is 
thrilling but can be dangerous. 


frighteningly dark network of stairways 
and corridors leading to Room 107 encap- 
sulates the maze-like map of unshakeable 
dreams. Yes, the cell, the ball and chain, 
the daily diet of doughnuts and gourmet 
meals ("Grilled Spanish mackerel with 
sour cream, white asparagus with sesame- 
seed dressing") are familiar trappings for 
a children's fantasy, but the underlying 
anxiety of a well-mannered boy, an overly 
worried mother and the inexplicable 
demands of authority are all firmly rooted 
in deep-down, after-dark childhood fear. I

R eviewers of The Strange Library have 
made comparisons with Lewis Car- 
roll's fantasies, but where Alice's 
stories are borne along on the unhinged 
imagination of an Oxford mathematician, 
Murakami anchors his fast-paced escape 
yarn to very real childhood fears. There 
really was a big black dog in the narrator's 
past: "My mind got scrambled when that 
big black dog bit me, and it hasn't been 
quite right since." The pressure to memo- 
rise dry texts recalls all the gut-twisting 
intensity of pre-exam nerves. He really 
should be worried about his mother's 
health, and he really will experience the 
reality of being quite alone. Even the

T he legend of winstone blackhat 

(Vintage, $37.99) by Tanya Moir is 
an absolute standout, though be 
warned; it will haunt you for days 
afterwards. Half is narrated by Winstone, 
the young son of a dysfunctional and 
violent father, who moves from town to 
town more from the need to leave than 
to find work. The other half is a cowboy 
story, which might sound odd, but Moir 
melds it ingeniously with the main narra- 
tive and its final twist only enhances the 
power of the heartbreaking climax.

innocence have no guidance and no one 
who cares, this deserves to become a New 
Zealand classic. 

Joe, a young analyst for a London trading 
firm, is found washed up on a beach in a 
remote Cornish village.

Joe decides to 
use his savings to stockpile enough food 
for the whole village, whose inhabitants 
think him decent but daft. But then the 
prediction starts coming tme. Will they 
survive? And what about the whale? NOT 
FORGETTING THE WHALE (Hachette, $37.99) 
by John Ironmonger is a smart, sweet- 
natured read that doesn't quite pack 
enough emotional punch but is highly 
enjoyable nonetheless. 

Ben Okri's THE AGE OF MAGIC (Head of 
Zeus, $24.99) is more of a philosophical 
meditation than a novel. Eight people of 


various nationalities are making a film 
about travelling to Arcadia, the real one 
in Greece and the utopia. They end up in 
an alpine lakeside village in Switzerland, 
which, though not your t 3 q)ical setting for 
epiphanies, works a transformative magic 
on all of them. If you ignore the chapter 
for which Okri won a Bad Sex in Fiction 
award (it's terrible - there are rockets) and 
suppress your inner cynic, this is a delight- 
ful and quite-gorgeous read. 

Aganetha Smart is 104 years old and 
wheelchair-bound in a rest home, but in 
her youth she was a glamorous Olympic- 
level runner. Documenting her story on 
film is the reason a young brother and 
sister give for taking her on a day-trip 
from the home, but it becomes clear they 
have ulterior motives, ones connected to 
Aganetha's long-dead family and the secret 
she's concealed for years. Canadian author 
Carrie Snyder's debut novel GIRL RUNNER 
(Hachette, $37.99) is cleverly plotted and 
compelling. Aganetha's measured, cautious 
narration highlights the contrast between 
her physical abilities and emotional 
limitations, and works brilliantly to build 
up the tension as her story unfolds. 

Jenna is happily married to Jack, father of 
her three youngest and stepfather to her 
15 -year-old daughter, Paige. The family 
moves to Wales to start a new business. 
Paige makes friends at her new school 
and all seems well, until both Jack and 
Paige start behaving oddly. Suspecting her 
husband is having an affair, Jenna focuses 
her attention on him, and by the time she 
realises what's happening with Paige, it 
may be too late. Author Susan Lewis has 
a solid fan base and TOO CLOSE TO HOME 
(Century, $36.99) shouldn't disappoint. 

But for tmly gritty and authentic writing 
about modern bullying, you'd be better 
off looking among quality young adult 
fiction.

Go To Sleep was an international 
success, as a novel and then as 
a movie. It told the story of a 
woman with amnesia. She woke 
every morning not knowing who she was, 
who the man next to her was, what her 
life was about. 

That story was narrated with deft 
control of pace and tension. Watson had 
intuited that first-person, present-tense 
storytelling was perfect for the thriller; 
readers lived the protagonist’s bewildered 
panic from the very first page. 

Expansive raving about a first book 
in a review of the second is sometimes 
not a good sign. Unfortunately, Second 
Life is everything the debut was not. It is 
unconvincing and sags under relentless 
melodramatic detail. It is also, in spite of 
the implausibility, entirely predictable and 
ultimately unsatisfying. 

Julia lives in London with her successful 
surgeon husband, Hugh. They’re raising 
their nephew Connor. His mother, Julia’s 
sister Kate, has been unable to care for 
him since his birth. 


Kate, who lives in Paris, wants her son 
back, but the tug of love is derailed in the 
first few pages when she is murdered. Julia 
is determined to find the killer; her quest 
sees her embark on a destructive sexual 
relationship with a man she meets on the 
internet. 

The decision to cookie-cut the first-per- 
son, present-tense narration of Watson’s 
first novel may be at the heart of Second 
Life's disappointment. Julia is grieving, yet 
we don’t see her grief. The most important 
thing to her is finding her sister’s killer. 

A few sentences on, the most important 
thing is her violent lover. Then Connor. 
Then Hugh. This frantic, introspective 
looping closes out the possibility of reader 
empathy - in fact, it builds irritation at a 
pace as brisk as the plot itself. It also stifles 
the development of the other characters; 
they largely remain stereotypical foils to 
Julia’s behaviours. 

Julia is a recovering alcoholic and an 
ex-user of heroin. Watson does an excel- 
lent job of describing the tightrope life of 
a person fighting a lingering addiction. 
Early on, it was possible to hope he might 


exploit the potential of these recognisable 
human frailties to slow the juggernaut 
plot down and grow Julia into someone 
we might care about. It didn’t happen. 

We know Watson can write a dazzling, 
engaging psychological thriller. His second 
one is still to come. I

N othing dates faster than an 
avant-garde art movement. 
Private Utopia: Contemporary 
Art from the British Council 
Collection at the Dunedin 
Public Art Gallery revisits 
art history with a touring 
showcase of more than 100 works by 
British artists. IPs an exhibition predicated 
on the "big bang" moment of the Young 
British Artists of the 1990s. 

The show might represent the fag-end 
of the YBA phenomenon as a cultural 
export, symbolised by Sarah Lucas seen 
posed in self-directed photographs, puff- 
ing away on a cigarette while crouched on 
a toilet. The YBAs were bratty shock jocks 
whose original grunge aesthetic matched 
the post-Thatcher entrepreneurial spirit 
of the Blair years, when privatisation was 
the mantra and any plans for a public 
utopia had been abruptly cancelled. 
Nursing neuroses, disorders, syndromes 
and dysfunctions, the leading YBAs, not 
least Tracey Emin, made their private lives 
into vehicles that fast-tracked them to art- 
celebrity status. 

Both Lucas and Emin, represented by 
early works, are the poster bad girls in 
Private Utopia. As artists with attitude, they 
confirm that scepticism, morbidity, sar- 
casm and disillusion are the predominant 
keynotes of this particular representation 
of "contemporary British art": beauty is 
an unwanted by-product. Lucas's self- 
portraits offer pointed commentaries on 
the sexism of newspaper tabloids and the 
kitsch of television soaps, while Emin's 
handmade album of snapshots documents 
the first 13 years of her life as a kind of

in-yer-face confessional: raw ingredients 
for psychotherapy. 

Private Utopia arrives for its one show- 
ing in New Zealand via Japan, where 
it was put together by a committee of 
Japanese curators with the assistance of 
British art bureaucrats, and it has to be 
said there's a certain edited refinement 
to it - a certain wistfulness, melancholia 
and, yes, tastefulness. But there's a single 
work by transvestite potter Grayson Perry 
that wittily subverts this refinement. It's a 
sexed-up ceramic. Village ofPenians (2001), 
the gleaming, luxurious surface of which 
features a veritable forest of penises. Perry,

imagining a folk religion based on the 
worship of the human phallus, blends 
notions of sexual identity with graffiti and 
horror-humour. 

The grotesque and nightmarish also 
interest the Chapman brothers. Their 
set of etchings. My Giant Colouring Book 
(2004), loops around traditional fairy tales 
with Goya-esque mutant monsters. 

Horror, malformation and formless- 
ness imply inchoate, anarchic impulses in 
the blurry transposed landscapes of Peter 
Doig - apparently based on those from 
violent horror movies - and such impulses 
are likewise troubling in the paintings of 
Laura Lancaster. Her portraits, based on 
anonymous faces in found photographs, 
seem to have been slapped on with a drip- 
ping squeegee and exemplify how much 
of the work in Private Utopia is about in- 
between states of being, with atmospheres 
tentative, undefined, mysterious. 

Mike Nelson provides an architectural 
installation that you wander through as a 
disorientating cinematic, vaguely spooky 
space. Martin Boyce disassembles a 1955 
chair by designer Arne Jacobsen to create a 



Calder-ish mobile that hangs listlessly as if 
to mark flotsam left after the high tide of 
Modernism has receded. 

Cornelia Parker is likewise humorously 
pessimistic with her conceptual scenarios 
of heated pieces of meteorite rock creat- 
ing scorch marks on maps lifted from 
the London A-Z. David Shrigley plays the 
idiot savant, providing childlike drawings 
that make philosophical points about the 
absurdities that underlie modern existence. 

There's much more droll comedy here 
- punch lines galore, in fact - from the 
Chaplinesque provocations of Martin 
Creed to the Laurel and Hardy antics of 
the Wood and Harrison duo's pranksterish 
videos, which acknowledge that among 
the antecedents of this generation of art- 
ists is the British music hall tradition. 

T he original YBAs were associated with 
hype, self-promotion and the market; 
they imitated advertising, stalked 
celebrity, emotionally overshared and 
were ironically abject. Private Utopia seeks 
to suggest there has been a turn in the 
20th century towards artworks that affirm 
communities and individuals overcoming 
personal adversity, as in the intense video 
works of Jeremy Deller and Elizabeth 
Price. But these exercises in "relational 
aesthetics" feel patronising, their quirky 
bricolage that of cultural dumpster divers, 
or of amateur ethnographers who can't 
shrug off an inherent cynicism. 

What stands out in this show is the 
drollery, the wryness. Jim Lambie provides 
two spinning record turntables, encased in 
glitz and bling and glowing like lollipops. 
Haroon Mirza delivers a knockout installa- 
tion, certainly one of the most spiritually 
joyous. His Taka Tak (2008) buzzes, 
pulsates, crackles and flashes as he recre- 
ates the atmosphere of a night market in 
Lahore, Pakistan, from a few found objects 
and a lot of electricity. 

Adding to the Britishness on display, 
Mirza augments both Ryan Gander's 
taxidermied representation of an explorer 
still wittering on about the plunder of 
colonialism, and the tired ecological jokes 
of Marcus Coates's faux-shaman figure. 
Private Utopians, subjective geographers, 
pseudo-scientists and amateur ethnogra- 
phers: it's a gathering of tomb raiders. I

E ugene Onegin is by far the most 
melodious of all operas. Alexander 
Pushkin's tragedy of misplaced love 
is in verse. That allows Tchaikovsky to 
sidestep speech-like recitative and show 
himself for what he is: the most widely 
loved melodist of the 19th century. 

His stunning letter aria has the youth- 
fully honest Tatiana (Anna Netrebko, 
pictured above, at her peak of acting and 
voice) penning her infatuation to man- 
of-the-world Onegin (Mariusz Kwiecien, 
above), who rejects her. The other 
bookend six years on has Tatiana dump- 
ing Onegin and remaining loyal to her 
sugar-daddy husband. Prince Gremin, 
a retired general (visually, the New York 
Met narrows the age gap). Musically and 
dramatically, the letter scene radiates out 
to unify the entire work. 

What's unique is that every voice 
from top to bottom has such rounded 
richness. They act with commitment and 
passion. The Met Ballet sharply contrasts 
the ballroom flavour of the polonaise 
and waltz with the rustic cotillion and 
ecossaise, seasoned with folkloric flavour 
by the Met Chorus. 

With the Russian Valery Gergiev as 
conductor and a generous range of sets, 
every second of this production lives and 
breathes Russia. I've yet to see a dud from 
the sophisticated Met and this is a strong 
buy, especially for opera beginners. I

Jesso is a 
singer-songwriter in the tradition of Harry 
Nilsson, Randy Newman and Jim Croce 
and his upward trajectory has been rapid 
and phenomenal, based on the impact 
of a clutch of demos inauspiciously 
premiered on YouTube that transport the 
listener straight to the 1970s. 

Like most overnight success stories, it 
has been a very long night and the actual 
success is yet to happen, though on the 
strength of Goon, which has 
been picked up by prestigious 
tastemaker label Tme Panther, 
it may not be too far away. 


Short cuts 


N icknamed Sir Coxsone

B efore striking out on his own, 

Jesso was bassist for Canadian 
Killers-soundalikes the Sessions and 
prospective pop star Melissa Cavatti, gigs 
that ended with him living in LA, trying 
to catch a break by selling his songs and 
gain a foothold in the industry. Though 
the experience may have been gmelling 
and depressing, ultimately resulting in a 
return to his native Vancouver to care for 
his ailing mother, it also provided plenty 
of raw material for an album that feasts on 
failure, heartbreak and disappointment. 

Back in Canada, with only his sister's 
piano available as an outlet for his musical 
longings, Jesso was forced to rapidly brush 
up his limited keyboard skills, find some 
confidence in his vocal abilities and steer 
his songwriting away from attempting to 
second guess what others might want. 

Making a breakthrough with the song 
Just a Dream, which appears on the album 
smoothly augmented with live strings 
and horns, Jesso approached Chet ''JR" 
White of recently defunct hipster rock 
outfit Girls, who took him under his wing 
and subsequently produced the bulk of 
the subsequent album. Joining him in a 
process that has taken over two years and 
involved a fair few studios are the Black 
Keys' Patrick Carney, and Ariel Rechtshaid, 
who has made a name for himself 


working behind the boards for bands 
including Haim and Vampire Weekend. 

For all the indie-superstar pulling power. 
Goon is a resolutely intimate affair, with 
the weight coming from some beautiful, 
if uncannily familiar melodies and Jesso's 
fragile vocal and piano work. Lyrically, 
there's undoubtedly plenty of room for 
development in the future, but there's 
a sly humour in some of the lines and 
delivery, and the inadvertent channelling 
of the Cheers theme, that suggests Jesso is 
just starting to blossom. 

Whether he'll grow out of his debt to 
Lennon, McCartney, Todd Rundgren and 
their ilk remains to be seen, but while he's 
transmitting as well as he does on Goon, 
I'm not sure you'd want him to. For all its 
sense of musical deja vu, the charisma and 
directness of this debut is exhilarating, 
especially among so many contemporary 
albums that seem to want to shade every

North's raise to 6D may look surprising, 
with no spade control. He took the view 
that South was missing so many key cards 
in the other three suits that he would 
hardly have attempted an 11 -trick game 
with two spade losers. Take the East cards 
and cover up West and South. Partner 
leads two top spades and South ruffs the 
second round. He draws trumps in three 


rounds and plays the king of hearts, partner 
following, and then the ten of hearts. How 
can you beat the contract? 

At the table East saw that the only 
chance was to block declarer's hearts. He 
covered the second heart with the queen. 
There was nothing declarer could do. He 
won with the ace, but when West showed 
out the slam was dead. If declarer crossed 
to the nine of hearts on the third round, 
he would be locked in dummy. If instead 
he played the jack of hearts, dropping 
dummy's nine. East's eight would win the 
fourth round. Do you see where declarer 
went wrong? 

He should have started on the hearts 
after drawing only two rounds of tmmps 
with the ace and queen. Now if East covers 
the second heart declarer wins with the ace 
and West has no tmmp with which to mff. 
Declarer can cross to the heart nine and 
return to his hand with the king of trumps.

What's it all about. Cilia? 

Make a date to celebrate the life and times of a 

British entertainment icon. by entertainment editor FIONA RAE 


T he younger generation 
won't know her from 
a bar of soap; the, er, 
less-young generation 
will remember her 
from Blind Date - but before 
she was introducing her 
own TV show with the Paul 
McCartney-penned tune Step 
Inside Love, Cilia Black was a 
helluva singer. 

It's these years that are 
chronicled in biopic Cilia (TVl, 
Sunday, 9.40pm) - the early 
days of Mersey Beat, the Cavern 


in Liverpool, the Beatles, Brian 
Epstein and Burt Bacharach. 
Sheridan Smith plays the 
Liverpudlian songstress with 
ferocity and fearlessness, belt- 
ing out the big numbers like 
she was born to it. In the UK, 
the popularity of her portrayal 
was such that the original 
version of Anyone Who Had a 
Heart re-entered the UK charts 
50 years after it went to No 1. 

What a great story. Cilia 
White came from working-class 
Scotland Rd, the centre of Irish 


immigration in Liverpool. In 
the early 60s she was working 
as a t 5 ^ist, but frequently per- 
formed at the Cavern backed 
by members of the Beatles. 

It's John Lennon who 
introduces her to Epstein, 
although she totally blows 
it the first time Epstein (Ed 
Stoppard) turns up to see her. 
The love of her life, although 
she doesn't know it, is Bobby 
Willis (another terrific perfor- 
mance from Aneurin Barnard, 
who played photographer 


David Bailey in Well Take 
Manhattan), who became her 
manager. However, he has to 
keep his carryings-on with a 
Catholic girl from Scottie Road 
from his Protestant father, and 
she has to keep her carryings- 
on at the Cavern from her 
overprotective parents. 

Cilia is written by Jeff Pope, 
a Bafta winner for his Moors 
Murders drama and co-writer 
with Steve Coogan of Philom- 
ena. No stranger to the biopic.

Alexander's Lost World (Choice 
TV, 7.30pm). Australian photo- 
journalist David Adams, who 
has explored many remote 
civilisations in the series 
Journeys to the Ends of the Earth, 
travels through Afghanistan 
and Central Asia in a 7000km 
exploration of Alexander the 
Great's conquering sweep 
across the East. As Adams fol- 
lows the River Oxus (now the 
Amu Darya), he investigates 


sites thought to have been 
founded by Alexander, such 
as Ai-Khanoum, or Alexandria 
on the Oxus. It is, at times, a 
dangerous mission, which he 
begins with the Greek explor- 
ers who sailed waterways that 
no longer exist.

Anthony Bourdain: No Res- 
ervations (Food TV, Sky 009, 
8.30pm). The bad-boy chef and 
writer is very good at finding

It's the invention of Danny 
Brocklehurst (Clocking Off,

sey plays a mildly depressed 


taxi driver drawn into some 
stupid scheme by his recently 
paroled childhood friend Hart. 
"Bitterly, hilariously realistic, 
gripping drama that leaves you 
rigid with unrelieved tension 
by the end," said the Guardian. 

Catastrophe (SoHo, Sky 010, 
9.30pm). It takes roughly four 
minutes before the premise of 
this British sitcom becomes 
clear, but what a four minutes. 
Irish actor and comedian 
Sharon Horgan and Ameri- 
can comedian Rob Delaney, 
playing comedy versions of 
themselves, meet in a bar and 
enjoy six witty, shag-filled days 
together before he returns to 
the US.

In the wonderful 
world of TV, 
success comes to 
those who court 
controversy. 


W hat has life come 
to when you can't 
punch your televi- 
sion producer in the 
mouth and swear at him in a 
xenophobic fashion because 
he failed to produce a steak for 
your dinner without half the 
world leaping up and down 
about it and demanding you 
get the sack? Mr Jeremy Clark- 
son, 54, of Chipping Norton, 
Oxfordshire, England, is in 
trouble. Again. 

The Top Gear host is, of 
course, no stranger to con- 
troversy and his often 
tasteless one-liners have 
created firestorms in the 
past. An abbreviated list of 
sins includes suggesting the 
designer of the Hyundai XG 
had probably eaten a spaniel 
for lunch; programming the 
GPS on a German-designed 
car to drive to Poland; mut- 
tering the ''N" word while 
chanting the children's 
rhyme Eeny, Meeny, Miny 
Moe; and being booted out 
of Argentina after his car 
was alleged to have number 
plates referring to the 
Falklands War. He possibly 
went a bit far when he sug- 
gested on a TV talk show that 
striking public servants should 


be taken out and shot in front 
of their families. The BBC 
received more than 21,000 
complaints about that one. 

Yet I find it hard to con- 
demn him, for he's done some 
good things, too. After all, 
he punched the odious Piers 
Morgan on two occasions. 
Having thought long and hard 
about it. I've decided I share 
the opinion of his co-presenter 
James May who, when alerted 
to the latest brouhaha, said, 
"Jeremy Clarkson is a knob, 
but I like him." A the time 
of writing, nearly a million 
people would agree - they've 
signed a petition begging the 
BBC to keep Clarkson on the 
show. 

For many of those calling for 
his head, I suspect, Clarkson's 
biggest transgression is that 
he's a member of the "Chip- 
ping Norton set", a group of 


conservative politicians and 
media figures that includes 
Prime Minister David Cam- 
eron, Rebekah Brooks ("the 
most hated woman in Eng- 
land" since the phone-hacking 
scandal) and Elisabeth Mur- 
doch, daughter of Rupert. His 
politics enrage some people 
more than his blathering. 

Actually, it can be the same 
in this country, and I wonder 
if broadcasters here aren't also 
sometimes targeted because 
they're perceived by some 
folk as too right wing. When 
I was at TVNZ, a lynch mob 
demanded Paul Holmes be 
stmng up after he jokingly 
referred to then UN secretary- 
general Kofi Annan as a 
"cheeky darkie" on the radio. 
Pressure to fire him built, 
so I commissioned a public 
opinion poll that showed 
more than two-thirds of those 
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"They're boulettes de viande. They're meat- 
balls ... They're balls of meat/' 


surveyed thought he should 
simply apologise and stay on. 
He did. Perhaps TVNZ might 
have been wise to mn a similar 
poll on Paul Henry in 2010 
before it pushed him out the 
door after a series of politically 
incorrect wisecracks whipped 
up a frenzy of outrage. 

A sure path to success in 
television is to be contro- 
versial. The easiest way to 
do that is to be right wing and 
politically incorrect. It is, for 
example, impossible to be too 
offended by John Campbell 
because he's a caring liberal 
and a very nice bloke, whereas 
you can end up foaming at 
the mouth after listening to 
Paul Henry or Mike Hosking 
because they're of the right 
and when on air often seem 
to manage to hide their nicer 
natures. 

All of which makes for 
some tough decisions come 
breakfast time next month. 
Do I continue to listen to 
Guyon and Susie eviscer- 
ating people on Morning 
Report, should I instead tune 
into a Hosking rant on ZB, 
or is it better to switch on 
both the telly and the radio 
and check out the latest 
frothing incarnation of Paul 
Henry? 

If I'm unable to make a 
choice, I guess I can simply 
watch Sky's BBC Knowledge 
channel where, regardless 
of whether he's fired or not, 
Jeremy Clarkson will be on 
eternal back-to-back repeats of 
Top Gear. I 
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Book now for five days of award-winning 
good times and great ideas with 150 of the 
world’s best writers and thinkers.
